Park, where the centenary of the Louisiana pur- 
chase was celebrated. 7 

Jefferson memorials are not numerous in this 
country. The nation in whose creation he played 
a leading, if not a commanding part, has been 
slow to commemorate his deeds. There is 4 
group of statuary in the State Capitol at Rich- 
mond, Va., composed of a colossal statue of Wash- 
ington surrounded by the figures of Henry, Mar- 
shall, Jefferson and other Virginians. But this 
is a state not a national memorial. On the cam- 
pus of the Missouri State University there is a 
shaft of Jefferson’s own design erected in mem- 
ory of the author of the Declaration. There are 
memorials at the Virginia University and oat 
Monticello, the latter erected a few years ago by 
the Jefferson Club of St. Louis. 

But what is wanted is a fitting memorial of 
Jefferson as a nation builder. His work was so 
varied and comprehensive that his memory is a 
national treasure and should be so represented. 
He began his great work with the reform of the 
Virginia law, in which modern principles were 
substituted for the antiquated common law of 
England, and the whole system of law radically 
altered. What’he did for Virginia was an example 
which all the other states have followed. As the 


| author of the Declaration of Independence, Jeffer- 


son announced the interests of humanity as the 
controlling principle of government as distin- 
guished from class and dynastic interests which 
had up till his time been the ruling principles of 
government. As Minister to France he revealed 
to the old world the opening of a new era char- 
acterized by new ideals and aims. As President 
he procured the annexation of the Louisiana ter- 
ritory, which secured the national life from at- 
tack or rivalry; and he did it without war. Final- 
ly, his writings on education and the founding of 
the University of Virginia made him a pervading 
influence which, to this day, touches every Amer- 
ican in the most intimate relations of life. Of all 


'the statesmen of his time, he alone worked his [ 


own character and ideals into the character and 
ideals of the American people. 

No more appropriate site for a national memo- 
rial can be found than the ground on which 
the Louisiana purchase was celebrated. Congress 
should be very willing to aid the project, especial- 
ly as the amount involved is so trifling. And the 
stockholders can find no better investment for 
the small sums which are due them out of the sur- 
plus. . It is an investment the dividends of which 
will come in the shape of national, State and 
city .pride. The cost of the work, $200,000, com- 
pared to its worth to this and all generations to 
come is a bagatelle. 

Let Congress take the national view of it and 
vote the release without a dissenting voice.

THE AVERAGES OF BAD HABIT. 

The reported total of 19,904 deaths from suicide, 
murder, mob violence and all forms of homicide in 
the United States is discussed as startling. On 
further examination, it is found to fall in with 
10-year averages of deaths from the same cause 
in the 10,000 of population. 

When in the case of results from disease and re- 
sults from bad habits, the averages are found to 
hold in the 10,000 of population with impressive 
steadiness, that is about all the education such 
information has given up to date. It shows that 
with health and good habits the rule in-any given 
year, the exception of disease and bad habits holds 
with remarkable steadiness. 

The statistics go further and show that out of 
over 60,000 communities, large and small, or- 
ganized with postoffices in the United States, over 
two-thirds seem to have escaped wholly for a year 
the most destructive results of bad habits as those 
show in deaths from passionate violence in all irs 
forms. If one of these, or 10 or any other number 
could show a record of escape for 10 years, all the 
rest might have much to learn from it that is now 
lost in “startling totals’ or in averages which 
show that such totals are not unusual. 

As far as official figures go, we have already 
learned as much about the average results of bad 
habits now as we are likely to know in a century. 
This is that they tend always to hold their aver- 
ages in the 10,000 of population. The education 
needed for the next hundred years to come is in 
lowering the averages. 
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Since the presidency is about to quiet down, 
Maxim might try his hand on the invention of a 
device which would give us a noiseless Congress.

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COUNT TOLSTO] ON LINCOLN. 

Among all the eulogies of Abraham Lincoln only 
that of Count Tolstoi reaches to the bottom fact 
and grasps the essential principle of his greatness. 

Beside Lincoln’s greatness the greatness of Na- 
poleon, Caesar and other heroes was “only moon- 
light.” “He was bigger than his country, bigger 
than all the Presidents together. Why? Because 
he loved his enemies as himself and because he 
was a universal] individualist who wanted to see 
himself in the world—not the world in himself.” 

This is the truth vaguely felt by all who look 
upon Lincoln and study his deeds and words. 
His wisdom was born of his love for humanity 
and therefore he could not go astray. 

A man by. mere intellectuality may go forward 
and drag other mefi after him. But without this 
love-born wisdom he cannot go upward. This is 
the divine power to rise which Lincoln possessed 
as an essential element of his own soul. It ex- 
plains his strange fascination for all sorts and 
conditions of men, for he appealed with com- 
pelling force to gentle and simple alike, the 
learned and the ignorant, the man of the world 
and the simple dweller in the village, all felt 
and acknowledged the spell. And he is a living 
fact today, forty-four years after his death, a 
purifying, inspiring, uplifting force. 

“Love ig the foundation of his life,” says Count 
Tolstoi. This is the one common element in 
every human soul; dormant it may be, but always 
responsive to a man like Lincoln, whose whole 
soul it permeates and ennobles. It is the one 
universal fact of life, the fact which constitutes 
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Widtlageisy Sil woah ‘cea he oochek Itumakes 
his influence perpetual. 


All this has been so offen said that it has be- 
come commonplace, and in the hurry of life and 
the noise of clashing ambitions is forgotten and 
often consciously repudiated. But when the prin- 
ciple of huméinity is illustrated in a human char- 
acter, when it is embodied in a man as it was ‘n 
Lincoln, it compels recognition and works itself 
into the lives of other men. 


Abraham Lincoln’s work is only just beginning. : 


The anecdote of the Circassian chief and his young 
followers related by Count Tolstoi in the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch shows how a great personality dif- 
fuses itself all over the world, by means of leg- 
end, myth and proverb. By such means he be- 
comes the universal individualist who puts him- 
self in the world; he is absorbed by humanity. Of 
all the sages this is trie of Socrates, Confucius, 
Buddha, Lincoln—all are charged full with the 
spirit of the Truth and through their legend man- 
kind is little By little saturated with it. As Lin- 
coln himself said, “God tells truth in parables.” 
He was himself one of the greatest of parables, a 
parable which, as the Russian sage observes, “will 
live as long as the world lives.” 
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Down in Georgia, since prohibition became ef- 
fective, they have drinks and “wet” drinks.

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THE PARCELS POST. 

President Roosevelt in his message on how to 
make the farm more attractive reverts to his 
recommendation of a parcels post which the Con- 
gress has studiously neglected during his term. 

In his speech to the New York Legislature Sen- 
ator-elect Root declared that he favored the par- 
cels post and asked the State to instruct him on 
that measure aptly suggesting that ‘‘the 39,000 
rural free delivery carriers, instead of driv- 
ing around the country empty buggies, as 
they do now, shall earn enough to pay their 
salaries by carrying small packages to the 
} people they serve.’ 

This is good business sense and suis policy. 
That it comes from the new Senator representing 
New York whose senior Senator as the head of 
@ great express company has placed every pos- 
sible obstruction in the way of a parcels post 
is significant and gratifying. The subject is 
hardly debatable. There is no reasonable argu-. 
ment against the parcels post. The only obstacle 
to its organization is the power of interest which 
has choked discussion in Congress and blocked 
action. 

Mr. Root could find no better practical benefit 
to whica to devote his energy and ability than 
in obtaining for the people a cheap parcels ex- 
press through the widely extended postal sys- 
tem. 
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Mr. Knox’s predicament, if there is anything 
in the legal point raised, should warn all Sena- 
tors and Representatives in all future Congresses 
who hope for “something from the next adminis- 
tration’ to resign. 
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THE UNIFORMED LOBBY. 

Senator Brogan’s idea of providing a special 
uniform for every legislative agent paid to inf!u- 
ence legislation at Jefferson City seems to have 
marked advantages. With all lobbyists dressed 
in red coats with blue or yellow stripes on their 
sleeves, the presence of corrupting influence 
would advertise itself in Jefferson City as it has 
never done elsewhere. 

If this act were now passed and enforced in 
the next Legislature, with Senator Brogan pres- 
ent in his seat, the glittering uniforms of the 
diplomatic corps in the lobby might still fail 
to advertise more subtle and dangerous influ- 
ence of corruption. 

The honest senator'who feels safe from uni- 
formed corruption outside, might have on his 
right and his left in some legislatures senators 
elected for the special purpose of doing the un- 
uniformed inside work of corrupting and con- 
trolling legislation. As this work might leave 
them some leisure for amusing themselves,. they 
might engage the attention of the public through 
the frivolous and the futile, which always lie 
close to the corrupt in legislative proceedings. 

Holding themselves haughtily above their asso- 
ciates of the uniform rank, such agents as these 
might work on suspicious senatorial | integrity 
until its fears were overcome and it was put in 
communication with headquarters by long-dis- 
tance telephone. Under the modern method of 
1909 the long-distance telephone ts always in the 
rear of the man who is kept wheeling conspicu- 
ously to get action in front against the corrupting 
agencies, conspicuous in the immediate fore- 
ground. So it would appear that if we cannot 
get men into legislative bodies who can defend 
their own integrity by antique methods of con- 
scientious resistance to evil, our civilization is 
still a failure.

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THE NEW NATIONAL BANK NOTES. 
From the Philadelphia Inquirer. 

It was the general impression when the most recent 
currency law was enacted that the special issue of 
national bank notes for which it provided was to 
be reserved exclusively for times of stress. This 
was a misapprehension. All notes, whether issued 
on the basis of government bonds or on the other 
securities now authorized by law, are to be of the 
same character, and as soon as possible the old notes 
are to be displaced by the new ones, which have been 
printed to the value of $600,000,000. These bear the 
words ‘and other securities’’ in addition to the usual 
inscription, but whether they have been put out with 
government bonds or with other securities as the 
collateral the bearer is not apprised. Had the 
emergency notes borne the earmarks of their origin 
they might have been subjected to a discrimination 
which is avoided by the course pursued. 

By the same law under which these notes, of which 
some $80,000,000 are now in circulation, are issued it 
was.provided that banks might form currency associ- 
ations and that the members of such associations 
might emit currency to a limited extent on cqommer- 
cial paper. Very soon after the enactment of the 
law, May 30, 1908, the question was raised whether 
any bank of a number forming such an association 
might retire from it at its pleasure at any time after 
the obligations of the association had been dis- 
charged. The Secretary of the Treasury decided this 
point in the negative, with the result that the banks 
almost universally abandoned the idea of forming 
into associations contemplated until such time as 
Congress should amend the law in reversal of the 
Secretary's rulings. It is said that the only curren- 
cy association in existence ig one that has been 
formed in the city of Washington.

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STATE MUST 
CURB TRUSTS, 
SAYS HADLEY 
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Governor Advocates.a Board 
to Regulate Monopolies’ 
Charges. 


LAW PARTIAL FAILURE 











Says, but More Is to 
Be Done. 


Missouri should have a commission or 
board to regulate charges of all mo 


nopolies, whether they are natural mo- 


nopolies, by right of franchise, or com- 
binations of capital and thereby mo- 
nopolies by might, in the opinion of 
Gov. Hadley. 

The Governor expiained his ideas in 


reply to a request by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter in view of the recent proposi- 
tion submitted to the Supreme Court by 
the Standard Oil Co. ror a state super- 
vision of its business. 

The Governor was positive in the be- 
lief that the State has a right to con- 
trol the prices charged by any monop- 
oly which sells to the public. 

“While the question has not been for- 
mally passed on by the courts,’”’ he said, 
“IT am satisfied it is the right of the 
State to regulate the charges and the 
conduct of any business which is a 
monopoly. And I do not think it is of 
determining importance whether the 
monopoly is a natural one, by public 
franchise, or is the result of a ¢combi- 
nation or trust. 

“Assuming this power of regulation to 
exist, I intend sending to the General] 
Assembly in the near future a special 
message urging that laws be passed 
iving to representatives of the State 
the discretionary power to institute pro- 
ceedings for the purpose of regulating 
the chargeg and the conduct of a busi- 
ness which is in effect a monopoly, or 
to proceed in the courts to punish and 
suppress it. 

Wants Legislature to Act, 

“Such a law offering such discretion 
exists in other states and while it has 
not had a sufficient trial to justify any 
final conclusions concerning its effec- 
tiveness and advisability, I feel justified, 
by reason of actual experience, in bring- 
ing this matter before the Legislature 
for investigation and consideration. 

“The details of the plan have not been 
fully worked out, and I am not pre- 
pared to say whether I think the State 
should create a commission to handle 
the matter or whether the power should 
be delegated to certain State officers.”’ 

Before giving his views on the regu- 
lation of the charges and business of all 
monopolies, the Governor explained in 
detall his ideas of the proper relations 
between the State and business inter- 
ests. He said: 

“Conservation {s a necessity in the 
consideration and enactment of legisla- 
tion affecting business interests. While 
it is both the right and the duty of 
the State to regulate public service cor- 
porations in such a way as to obtain 
fair rates and a proper service for the 
people, such laws should not be enacted 
merely because the power exists to pass 
and to enforce them. 

Rights Must Be Respected, 

“And the right of business enterprises 
to be free from the burden and the ex- 
pense of State regulation and control 
should be recognized and respected, un- 
less the conditions therein clearly Jus- 
tify the State in supervision and regu- 
lation. And it is never fair or advisa- 
ble to exercise this right unless it is 
reasonably certain that the act of regu- 
lation will not deprive the owners of 
the property of a reasonable return on 
the value of their investment. 

# “This attitude of the State toward in- 
dustrial combinations and trusts is 
question concerning which there exist 
a marked difference of opinion, and its 
proper solution is of the highest import- 
ance to the business world, as well as 
to the general public. 

“The principal difficulty that arises in: 
connection with this problem is that 4% 
there exists today, as there always has 
existed, to a greater or less degree, a 
conflict between the ‘rules of business 
and the laws of men,” It is the common 
law, as well as the statute law of this 
State, and of practically all of the 
States of the Union, that any com- 
bination or agreement which limits or 
tends to limit free an? mrestricted com- 
petition is not only illegal in the sense 
that it is unenforcable, but it is also 
unlawful in that it wit) subject the 
parties making it to both civi! and crim- 
inal punishment. 

The Law vs. the Business. 

“The business world régards free and 
unrestricted competition as a misf6r- 
tune and an evil, while the law de- 
nounces any agreement that tends to 
prevent it as a crime. Therefore, when 
inen enter into a combination Or a trust 
in restraint of competition anq trade, 
and the law interposes to prevent or to 
punish those guilty of such an offense 
the necessary judgment of the Court 
oftentimes seems harsh in its severity 
and unfortunate in its effect on general 
‘business conditions. 

“The men, however, who violate the 
law in this manner are entitled to no 
more consideration or sympathy than 
the ordinary offender against our crim- 
inal statutes. Their offense is prompted 
solely by a desire for unlawful gain, and 
they can plead as an excuse or justifica- 
tion neither their ignorance nor their 
rrecessilies. And when men, by combina- 
tions and organization, have obtained 
for themselves the power to say and do 
say, to the producer on the one hand, 
how little he shall receive for his raw 
material, and to the consumer, on the 
other hand, how much he must pay for

“A somewhat active and extensive 
experience in. the investigation of this 
subject has failed to convince me that 
we have provided a method for dealing 
with such conditions that is advisable 
and applicable to ah cases. I feel that 
much has been accomplished, both by 
the national’ government and..by the 
several states, through civil and criminal 
prosecutions, in restricting the power 
of monopoly and maintaining for the 
people the benefits of competition in 
trade. And in this work I feel that I 
ean fairly say that Missouri has done 
her part. : 

“But the somewhat cumbersome pro- 
cess Of the law, the delays necessarily 
incident to important litigation, the tech- 
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nicalities which makes both for delay 
and defeat, the harsnfiess and some- 
times the ineffectiveness of. the judg- 
ments rendered, go to show that there 
should be some otner and additional 
remedies adopted for dealing with the 
modern industrial combination or trust.”

The semi-centennial anniversary of the 
founding of the Lutheran Hospital at 
Potomae street and Ohio avenue will be 
celebrated today with two services at 
the Church of the Holy Cross, one block 
away, and a public reception at the 
hospital both before and after the aft- 
ernoon service. Fifty years ago today 
the Lutheran Hospital was founded, and 
in*half a century it has grown to be one 
of the best equipped and most efficient 
institutions of its kind in St. Louis. 

At 2:30 o’clock this afternoon there 
will be a special service at the Church 
of the Holy Cross to commemorate 
the hospital’s anniversary, and there 
will be ‘another at 7:30. The afternoon 
service will be conducted in the German 
language. The Rev. G. Mezger, 4 pro- 
fessor in Concordia Seminary, will oc- 
cupy thé pulpit, and the Rev. R. 
Kretzschmar, pastor of Emmaus Luth- 
eran Church, at Jefferson avenue and 
Armand street, will read a historical 
sketch of the hospital. 

At the evening service the Rev. F. W. 
Herzberger, Lutheran city missionary, 
will deliver a sermon in English. Mem- 
bers of all the Lutheran churches and 
nearby cities and towns will attend the 


evening meeting and participate in the’ 


services. 

The Lutheran Hospital will be open to 
the publie for inspection during Sunday 
afternoon, and all who attend the after- 
noon services will be invited to spend 
their time at the hospital between the 
afternoon and evening services. 

Developments in 50 Years. 

The institution will be decorated with 
plants and flowers. All departments 
will be open to visitors. The handsome 
and commodious structure now occupy- 
ing the corner at Potomac street and 
Ohio avenue is far different from the 
first Lutheran Hospital. 

The institution rose from an exceed- 
ingly modest and sma.. beginning, and 
those in charge of it are proud ofits de- 
velopment. It was founded by the Rev. 
J. F. Buenger, and has in 50 years de- 
veloped into one of the finest hospitals 
in the West, second to none in effici- 
ency. 

The Rev. Mr. Buenger was a Saxon 
Lutheran who settled in St. Louis 70 
years ago. He was a brother-in-law of 
Dr. C. F. Walther, one of the widest- 
known Lutheran theologians in the 
world. After many ‘years of theught and 
planning, the Rev. Mr. Buenger got to- 
gether sufficient funds to make possi- 
ble his cherished hospital on Dec. 1, 
1858, and Feb. 14, 1859, the little institu- 
tion was opened. \ 

The hospital was founded and kept up 
by the German Lutherans then in St. 
Louis, most of whom were very poor. 
It was a place where those of Lutheran 
faith in particular,. but also others, 
might be cared for wnen sick. 

Two Rooms First Quarters. 

Four years before he succeeded, the 
Rev. Mr. Buenger declared that St. 
Louis must have a Lutheran Hospital, 
and he Kept at it until he finally 
achieved his cherished desire. The Luth- 
eran Hospital Association was formed 
in 188 and the Rev. Mr. Buenger was 
president of it until he died in 1882. The 
Original hospital was located at Caron- 
delet avenue and Emmett street, now 
Broadway and Geyer avenue, in two 
rooms of the residence of Edward Bert- 
ram. Me donated the two rooms free 
of charge when the hospital was found- 
ed. Bertram was made treasurer of the 
association. 

In 1862 the association bought a lot at 
Potomac street and Missouri avenue, on 
which to build, but abandoned the 
project and bought a dwelling at Sev- 
enth and Sidney streets. Here the hos- 
pital remained until 1883, when the pres- 
ent site was acquired. A building was 
begun in that year, and frem time to 
time it has been enlarged and improved 
until the present structure resulted. 

The Rev. R. Kretschmar is inspector 
of the hospital and his committee con- 
sists of Henry Harms, J. H. Triemeyer, 
H. Schenkel and Theodore Lange. F. 
Groebel is president of the -board of di- 
rectors. Drs. H. Schultz, H. Hauser and 
W. Winter are the house Physicians, Of 
the 9818 patients treated in the hospital, 
4681 were operated upon and 7986 were 
fully cured.

Noted French Engineer Says 
Water Construction’ Would 
Reduce the Cost. 








HAD CHARGE OF WORK 





Experienced Man Thinks Big 
Ditch Should Be “Straits 
of Panama.” 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
‘Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—M. Bunau-Va- 
rilla, the French engineer, who has 
consistently from the beginning stood 
for the “Straits of Panama,” a sea 
level canal across the Isthmus, ar- 
rived this morning on La Province to 
deliver his address before the Boston 
Commercial Club on hig “Tidal River.” 

He said he had heard only inadequate 
reports of the attempt on the part of 
President Roosevelt to institute a suit 
against The World and other news- 
papers for a libel on the Government, 
and therefore his information on these 
points was insufficient for him to form 
an opinion. M. Bunau-Varilla went first 
to the Isthmus under the old French 
regime in a subordinate capacity, then 
rose to be a divisional engineer, and 
finally was placed in entire charge of 
the engineering. 

“TIT came only for a month’s stay to 
pay my respects to some of’ my old 
friends,’’ he said, ‘including President 
Roosevelt, and to deliver my address 
before the Boston Commercial Club on 
Feb. 2. I have also an invitation to 
speak before an association of mining 
engineers in New Haven, but the date 
is so near that of the Boston lecture 
that I may not be able to keep it.”’ 

The engineer uses his English with 
great facility, preserving generally 
both his French accent and idiom. 

Water Construction Cheap. 

He advocated ‘“‘water construction” in 
building the canal and would have, he 
said, only temporary locks, say 150 feet 
long and 10 feet deep, leaving the exca- 
vated work already there alone, stop- 
ping further labor upon it and go on 
with water construction. Water for 
construction and for dredging, he said, 
would effect immense economies in 
time and money, for water as a means 
for the shifting of material in vessels 
and for convenience in placing and op- 
erating dredges was infinitely superior 


Tto dry excavation. 


“JT would use a lock canal for the 

work only,’””’ said M. B@nau-Varilla, 
“that would be the only way to make 
the canal in such a short time as 10 
years and to complete this giant ex- 
cavation for the open seaway.”’ 
The Panama Canal is to be 47 miles in 
length. He said he would make it 600 
feet wide at the bottom instead of 150 
feet, and 45 feet deep at the lowest tide. 
It could then be finished in 10 years aft- 
er the first lock canal, or temporary 
lock canal, is made. 

“Call my proposed Panama Sea Level 
Canal a ‘tidal river’ or the ‘Straits of 
Panama,’ as you please. It would take 
50 years to build it with dry excava- 
tion. It would be practically impossi- 
ble to do it that way.” 

The difficulty of the current that 
would be produced by the difference in 
tides between the Pacific and Atlantic 
was then propounded to M. Banau- 
Varilla. 

“There is no denying the difference 
between the levels of the Atlantic and 
the Pacific,”’ he said. ‘On the Atlantic 
side there are no tides. On the Pa- 
cific side the tides are 10 feet above and 
below the level of the other side, mak- 
ing @ mean difference of 20 feet. The 
situation is nearly analogous to that of 
the Thames and the Seine, where the 
tides rise and lower themselves natu- 
rally. 

“What would happen in the case of 
the ‘tidal river?’ The reproducing of 
what nature would do to make a level 
and restore naturally and simply- an 
equilibrium. There would happen only 
what exists in many natural rivers. 
The force of the currents can be calcu- 
lated with absolute accuracy. If the 
current at the Pacific end has a speed 
of 3% knots, which is insignificant, it 
can be calculated that the rate at the 
Atlantic end would be 2% knots. 

Curreat Would Be Slow. 

“Supposing you have a permanent dif- 
ference in level,” continued he, “‘and 
one end is 10 feet above the other, you 
would have simply a very slow cur- 
rent. If the Niagara River were three 
or four hundred miles long, you would 
have no fallis. 

“With La Boca Dam they had the 
Same difficulty in the beginning in the 
giving way of the foundation that they 
will have with Gatun Dam at the end.” 

Asked for his estimate of cost in fin- 
ishing the trench according to the pres- 
ent plans of a.lock canal, the engineer 
said $280,000,000. He thought it could be 
completed by 1915. The cost, according 
to his plans, would be, he estimated, 
$100,000,000 to erect the first provisional 
canal, or provisional locks, and ‘“‘noth- 
ing for the rest.’’ 

“I mean,” said he, “that 
cost another $100,000,000 to finish the 
canal in 10 years, and during those 
years the transit cljrges would pay 
the expenses of construction.” 

The margin of difference between the 
cost of one system and the other was 
really. insignificant, a matter of $40,-

PARIS, Heb. "18.0 Guigiietmo Fer- 
rero, the historian, has returned to 
Europe with a new mission. The fa- 
mouse historian intends to devote his 
labors for the next few weeks at least 
to dispelling some false ideas about 
the United States existing in the 
minds of Europeans. 

After a week in Paris he left to- 
day for London to see his publishers. 
On Monday he will start for his home 
in Turin, where he will at once be- 
gin the preparation of a series of 
articles on the real America, as he 
saw it during his recent visit there. 
These articles will appear in Figaro, 
through an agreement made with M. 
Gaston Calmette. Later M. Ferrero 
may write a book on the United 
States, 

“Europeans have totally wrong 
ideas of North America,” said M. Fer- 
rero to the Post-Dispatch and New 
York World correspondent. “What 
they imagine is a caricature of Amer- 
ica as it is; no not even that; it is a 
caricature of the America of 30 or 40 
years ago. They have no conception 
of the true facts. They know noth- 
ing of American ideals. All they 
know of the late development of the 
United States is growth of great for- 
tunes and vast industrial combina- 
tions, 

“They know nothing of the social 
aspect of the country. Europeans 
look upon Americans as materialists, 
seeking only money. This is untrue. 
America is a land of ideals. Whether 
those ideals are good or bad is not 
for me to say. 

Writing to Be Descriptive. 

“The articles I shall write will be 
descriptive, not critical. It is not the 
province of a man to criticise a na- 
tion. A nation is too complex. The 
critic would be expressing merely his 
personal opinion. The function of a 
contemporaneous historian is to de- 
scribe and instruct. His highest aim 
should be to make them acquainted 
with each other. I intend to try to do 
what I can to make Europe know and 
understand America. 

“One idea prevalent over here is that 
democratic government in the United 
States is passing and is soon to be 
superseded by some sort of constitu- 
tional monarchy. That may come at 
some distant day, but these people,”’ 
(Ferrera waved his long arms toward 
the people crowded in the salon of the 
hotel)—“these people will not be here. 

“All things pass; there is nothing 
eternal in form or government. But lI 
war surprised to find democracy so firm- 
ly established in America. It will be 
long before those foundations are 
shaken, and I shall so inform the people 
of Europe. 

‘‘Oh!”’ exclaimed the historian (laugh- 
ing and tugging at his mustache) “I 
have come back with a vast quantity 
ot documents to prove to Europe that 
it has been mistaken.” 

Asked what he thought of New York 
az a city, M. Ferrero said: 

New York Architectural Anarchy. 

“To the Latin mind it is architectural 
anarchy. We are accustomed to har- 
mony in buildings. Harmony doesn’t 
exist in New York or Chicago. But they 
are not banal; there is strength in the 
chaotic discord.”’ 

Concerning American women, M. Fer- 
rero said: 

“American women are charming. In- 
tellectually, they are the equals of the 
best-educated women in Europe. They 
are much freer than are the women 
here. They revel in luxury, but in the 
great luxury of precious gems they are 
not the equals of European aristocrats, 
for Europe has been collecting its jew- 
els for cerfturies, while America began 
practically after the Civil War.”

“America's very rich men must be 
the models for the community, for your 
press and your public watch their ev- 
ery act; therefore they have less person- 
al liberty than Européan wealthy men, 
But, on the other hand, they can found 
great universities. If a Rothschild 
wished to establish a university the 
state would step in and say, ‘That be- 
longs to me; you can give me your 
money if you wish, but I'N direct how 
it is to be spent.’”’ 


Message to American Friends. 


M. Ferrero concluded with this mes- 
sage to his friends in America: 

“I desire to thank, through the Post- 
Dispatch and New York World, all who 
were so kind to me in America. They 
treated me most hospitably, and I shall 
not forget it. I went to America, not 
to criticise, but to learn. I have formed 
many new ideas, and I feel that I have 
learned much.” :

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 13.—The 


General Assembly is expecting a special 
message frem Gov. Hadley next week, 
outlining the policy of the administra- 
tion in reference to important legis- 
lation. 

Neither Republican or 
leaders appear certain as to the scope 
and character of the new laws demand- 
eu. There 1s no lack of legislative sug- 


gestions, however, as more than 500 bills 
have been introduced in the Senate and 
House of Representatives. These meas- 
ures deal with subjects varying from 
monopoly regulation to the costuming 
of legislative agents. 

Our law-making body has cost the 
State to date $100,000. The average 
daily expense is nearly $3000. About 
one-half of this amount is expended for 
clerk hire. although probably more than 
one-half of the clerks whose names ap- 
pear on the legislative payrolls have 
not yet visited Jefferson City. 

Liquor Suppression. 

The one thing evident to the leaders 
in both parties is that the Legislature 
will submit to the voters the proposition 
of a constitutional amendment for the 
suppression of the liquor traffic. 

Legislators from St. Joseph, Kansas 
City and St. Louis are fighting the pro- 
hibition campaign, but their efforts have 
received no encouragement from the 
country members. 

It is ppobable the prohibition amend- 
ment, which will go before the voters 
of the State at the general election in 
November, 1910—less than 21 months 
away—will contain a clause providing 
for a uniform tax increase. 

The State’s finances, already low, will 
suffer a total loss of $4,000,000 a year if 
the saloons are excluded from Missouri. 

Apparently the brewertes and distillers 
are doing noting to check the progress 
of the legislative fight being made 
against them. There are senators and 
representatives who openly declare they 
are opposed to prohibition, but think 
the question ought to be submitted and 
finally settled. These men take the po- 
sition that the lIiquor interests them- 
selves ought to favor submission at this 
time. 


Democratic 


Geverneor’s Position. 

While Gov. Hadley is resolutely op- 
posed to prohibition, he does not seem 
to be taking a stand against the pro- 
posed constitutional amendment. 

The chief propositions concerning the 
State administratien are those requiring 
corporations to, levy taxes on their 
capitalization and the regulation of mo- 
nopolies. That these bills are still in 
the legislative incubator is due, the ad- 
ministration supporters say, to the fact 
that Gov. Hadley has not decided the 
exact lines on which they should be 
drawn. 

The three large cities of the State will 
be hft hardest by these anti-corporation 
measures, which if enacted into law will 
increase the State revenue $1,000,000 a 
year at the expense of more than a 
billion dollars of corporation property 
in St. Louts, Kansas City, St. Joseph,. 
Springfield, Joplin and other cities. 

Democratic Attitude. 

The Democratic attitude towards 
home-rule legislation is puzzling the Re- 
publican leaders. Four years ago the 
Democratic platform declared for home 
rule and Gov. Folk made what legisla- 
tors regarded as a half-hearted attempt 
to change the present State Board sys- 
tem which controls the police, election 
and excise departments of St. Louis. °* 

In the recent campaign, the Demo- 
cratic party fought the home-rule propo- 
sition. Thus far the so-called Folk men 
in the Legislature have shown little de- 
sire to aid the Republicans in giving St. 
Louis a home-rule police department. 

Gov. Hadley’s plan provides for a bi- 
partisan police board, to be composed 
of two Republicans and two Democrats, 
the fifth member to be appointed by the 
Mayor. 

The St. Louis Republican organiza- 
tion wants the New York system adopt- 
ed. This provides for only one police 
commissioner, appointed by the Mayor 
and subject to removal by the Governor. 

Appeintments Deferred. 

Most of Gov. Hadley’s time has been 
taken up with the matter of patron- 
age. He is having the time of his life 
trying to get suitable men to accept 
police commissionerships in Kansas 
City. Twelve well-known citizens of 
that city have declined this honor. 

The Governor is more impressed with 
the conduct of the police department in 
St.. Louls than he is with the Kansas 
City Board, dominated by the Shannon- 
Prendergast interests. He was told the 
other day that a prominent Democratic 
leader in Kansag City had not “been 
compelled to close his saloon on Sunday 
during the time the Sunday closing law 
has been in effect there. 

The St Louls police and election 
board appointments will be deferred,, the 
Governor says, until after the Apri! 
election. 

Gov. Hadley is anxtous to appoint 
successor tg Excise Commissioner Mul- 
vihtll at once, but his visit to St. Louis, 
according to close frtends, convinced 
him that the politicians can't get the 
right sort of a man for the place. It 
seems likely the Governor will make 
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BOATS 10 RENEW 
RIVER TRAFFIC 


Old Steamboat Man SaysDeep 
Waterway to Gulf Is Not 
Necessary. 





Capt. L. S. Flatau, An old river cap- 
tain who has commanded boats on the 
Mississippi, the Red River and the Trin- 
ity River, believes that boats 450 feet 
long and drawing not more than four 
and one-half feet of water can be con- 
structed to carry 5000 tons of freight, 
and that freight traffic on the Missis- 
Bippt can be resumed without’ a deep 


waterway to the gulf. 

Capt. Flatau is an advocate of carry- 
ing freight by boats, and says he can 
see no reason why the old-time freight 


traffic between St. Louis and New Or- 
leans should not be resumed. 

“It is possible to build a beat,” he 
said, ‘450 feet long with a 55-foot floor 
and beam. She should be a stern- 
wheeler and should be built entirely of 
steel. Such a boat can be built to car- 
ry 6000 tons on four and one-half feet 
of water, and we always have that on 
the Mississippi. The decks would be 
constructed of sufficient strength to car- 
ry all kinds of freight. I would have 
such a boat without a piece of wood 
in her construction. Everything should 
be of steel. 

“T have investigated the subject and 
find that a boat of this character can 
be built at the present price of steel 
for about $180,000. She would easily pay 
for herself in two seasons. 

“T wouldn’t advise a combination 
freight and passenger boat. This boat 
would go after profits and that would 
come through freight. I would provide 
sleeping quarters only for the crew.” 

Capt. Flatau suggests that St. Louis 
business interests should investigate his 
plan, invest idle money and organize 
a company to build several boats of 
the charaoter he suggests,

Began Work in 1900. 

“We began in 1900. We found it was 
easier than we had thought in some re- 
spects and much harder in others, but 
succeeded in going up 60 feet at times. 
We practiced on a hill, to get a rising 
current of air, deflected from the sur- 
face, and used wings about thirty feet 
long over all. That work was about the 
most dangerous we ever attempted, for 
we were inexperienced and our machine 
was crude. 

“We sometimes went up in a wind of 
55 miles an hour, something I believe 
Lilienthal never attempted, and still he 
was killed. You’ve no idea unless you’ve 
tried what a force a strong breeze like 
that exerts. If it caught the underside 
of the planes it would tip over 12 men 
holding the machine before you could 
think about it. The wind took it back 
up hill with us merely holding the ends 
so there was very little exertion neces- 
sary after we got the hang of it. 

“But we soon found that we could not 
rely at all upon the tables of wind pres- 
sure that had been published. When we 
constructed a machine according to the 
formula it would not lift what it theo- 
retically should. 

“There was no use in going ahead in 
contsruction until we had sufficient data 
to construct scientifically a flying ma- 
chine to fill certain conditions. In our 
laboratory we devised a new form of 
testing machine, and got a set of valves 
that could be checked accurately. We 
tried hundreds of shapes of planes and 
curved surfaces, at all inclinations to 
the wind.

“This knowledge is what makes the 
scientific construction of a flyer possi- 
ble. The designer of a battleship can 
calculate for any speed or displacement. 
So can we; it only depends upon what 
you want to do with the flyer. You 
have to sacrifice one thing or another. 
If you desire a great lifting capacity, 
there is probability of greater resist- 
ance to the wind. If you desire speed, 
you myst give up some carrying power. 

“If the alr would only keep still, 
aerial navigation -would have been dis- 
covered many years age. But it won’t 
keep still. It is continually changing 
in speed and in direction. If this 
weren't so, you can easily see that if 
there was a wind at one place on the 
globe there’d have to be the same wind 
all over. Often you can see little whirl. 
pools of dust rising in the road. 
“That’s an illustration of what’s 
ing on all the time in the air, in 
and in little. When that spiral is 
enough in diameter it becomes a cy- 
clone. So that in actual practice we 
have to construct a machine that can 
be controlled under all sorts of condi- 
tions of air. Long ago the idea of reg- 
ulating the longitudinal tipping or 
pitching by means of a horizontal rud- 
der has been thought of. But our fun- 
damental patent or, rather, our broad- 
est claims, is a method of regulating 
transverse tipping, or ‘rolling.’ This is 
done exactly as the birds do it, by re- 
volving the tops of the wings about 
a horizontal transverse axis. 
A Study in Wings, 

“Suppose you begin to sag on the left 
side. Now if you turn that wing up to 
a greater inclination to the air, natural- 
ly it will rise, being pushed upward, 
that is, theoretically, it ought to. But 
we found that side fell instead. We 
studied it out and found the explana- 
tion simple. 

“Turning up the wing to a greater 
angle, of course, checked the velocity 
of that side wing and it dragged. The 
other wing tended to sweep round in 
a circle, and with so much greater 
speed that its velocity made up for the 
smaller angle and it rose. So we had 
to turn up a vertical surface to retard 
that-side. 

“It is not the winds nor the rudders 
alone, but their combined action that 
gives that rise, and this combination 
we have patented. 

“This is an illustration of how problems 
come up and are solved. Now our ex- 
periments with curved surfaces taught 
us that a small curved rudder could 
be made as effective as a large plane 
one. But the degree of curvature should 
be different with every degree of in- 
clination. 

“Therefore we have patented the 
broad claim of an airship rudder that 
changes its curvature and its inclina- 
tion simultaneously, and we have also 
patented several methods of doing this. 
With these patents and those covering 
our lateral stability, I don’t see how 
anyone can compete with us. No other 
simple and sufficiently powerful meth- 
od of accemplishing these results seems 
possible. 

“Our flyer of 1903, the first moter 
driven aeroplane, nearly reached -the 
limit of efficiency. It carried the weight 
of more than sixty pounds for every 
horsepower at 30 miles per hour. I 
don't think a flyer can be made to beat 
this by more than 25 per cent. No new 
discovery is fuel will matter, because 
it doesn’t affect the ratio of power to 
weight. You can breed a racehorse so 
aS to trot a mile in two minutes, but 
you can’t possibly make him do it in a 
minute and a half. Not for a long 
time at least. 

Trouble With the Afr, 

“These rigid-winged aeroplanes whose 
planes are set V-shape are all very well, 
if the air will only keep still. I could 
make you a model now of paper that 
would fly across this room, but you'll 
notice they’re only tried on calm days. 
The idea is, of course, that the tipping 
in one direction brings a wing more 
normal to the wind, and the greater re- 
sistance steadies the ship. But, con- 
versely, it it’s the wind that is moving, 
it will necessarily tend toe tip the wing 
over. It’s a poor rule that won’t work 
both ways. 

“As to the helicopter—it will always 
crop up, I suppose, as it always has. 
But why use a screw to rise straight 
up in the air when you can do it so 
much easier with a gas bag? What's 
going to happen to the thing if the 
motor stops? No; if you want to rise 
up in thé air take a balloon. If you 
want to go forward take an aeroplane. 
If you want to die take a helicopter.

Birds Cannot Rise Vertically. 

“Then some say that a flapper could 
rise straight up in the air, and thus 
do away with the necessity for a run- 
ning start. But that isn’t so. Birds 
can’t rise vertically in the air, especially 
the large ones. 

“Still, there is a lot to be learned 
from the flight of birds, and we have 
spent a good deal of time watching 
them, especially the soarers. Most peo- 
ple, I suppose, think that birds flap 
their whole wing straight up and down. 
They don’t. 

“If you represent a bird's wing by 
your arm, it’s only the hand that flaps, 
and it moves up and down in a sinuous 
movement like an oar follows iff scull- 
ing a boat. A more observant person, 
too, might think, that in order to rise 
as does a kite, a bird’s wing wohld yave 
to be considerably inclined to the wind. 

“The fact is that the surface seldom 
makes an angle of more than two or 
five degrees to the wind, even in soar- 
ing. It used to be held that a surface 
if inclined to the wind would drift back- 
ward or forward in the direction of the 
lowest edge. But I have seen buzzards 
drifting forward when their wings were 
higher in front than behind 

“Almost all the problems we had to 
study out theoretically to solve puzzling 
in conditions were eventually corrobo- 
rated either by watching birds in 
flight or studying photographs of them. 
You Gan usually find what you look for, 
and if you know what to notice its a 
great deal different to what it is if 
you don’t. 

Nature Is Limited, Too, 

“The mere shape of a bird’s wing now 
tells me a good deal about its habits. 
Nature can’t seem to build a bird to 
weigh more than 40 pounds, and they’re 
rare. Some day we can soar as well as 
they do, and stay in the air for hours or 
days without moving the motor. It’s 
only a question of finding a rising cur- 
rent of wind: No bird can soar on a 
level breeze. 

‘“‘When we see them soaring, drifting 
in circles, they’re supported by a ris- 
ing helix or corkscrew of air, gradual- 
ly falling through it, but rising with 
respect to the ground. 

‘We've been given credit for being 
much more mysterious than we really 
were. The way we kept the secret was 
simply by never pretending that we 
had any secret to keep. Many of our 
experiments were conducted near Day- 
ton, along the road to Springfield, where 
the trolley line ran. Thousands of peo- 
ple must have seen us in the fields 
at one time or another. 

“When we began we went to the 
Dayton newspapers and told them that 
we were experimenting and that if 
there was too much attentien given us 
it would prevent our staying in town. 
They stood in with us very well, and 
no doubt they were sure that if we 
did anything we'd run to them immed- 
iately to have the stery printed. There 
being no talk about it nothing was 
printed, and as nothing was printed 
there was no great talk. 

“It worke@® both ways. Finally a 
special reporter for one of the news- 
papers overheard the excited talk of a 
crowd of visitors who had just wit- 
nessed one of the long flighis in Octo- 
ber, 1905, and published the news. We 
immediately ceased experimenting then. 

Eluded the Newspaper Men. 

“The maneuvers of the reporters at 
Kitty Hawk last May amused us enor- 
mously. It was all so unnecessarily 
stealthy. Why, they hadn’t been in 
the bushes ten minutes before we knew 
it, but so long as they kept away from 
us we did not care. We didn’t want 
a near photograph of the machine at 
that time, otherwise they didn’t mat- 
ter at all. We're so well covered by 
patents that there’s little necessity for 
secrecy. 

“So far we haven’t gone much over 
30 miles an hour, and have stayed up 
only 38 minutes. But that time we 
didn’t think to carry with us a suffi- 
cient supply of gasoline, having used 
some before the ascent. I anticipate 
ne difficulty in surpassing these rec- 
ords. 

“But no airship will ever fly from 
New York to Paris. That seems te me 
to be impossible. What limits the flight 
is the motor. No known motor can 
run at the requisite speed for four 
days without stopping, and yeu can’t 
be sure of finding the proper winds for 
soaring. The airship will always be! 
a special messenger, never a load car- 
rier. 

“But the history of civilization has 
usually shown that every new inven- 
tion has brought in its train new needs 
it can satisfy, and so what the airship 
will eventually be used for is probably 
what we can least predict at the pres- 
ent. 

“There is a misconception about the 
safety of flying machines, if the motor 
stops. We can glide to the earth. The 
higher we are, then, the wider our 
range of choice for places for descent, 
and in a half a mile radius one ought 
se be able to select some safe ground. 

Perhaps the greatest danger, at first, 
lies in the fact that we've recently 
changed our system of contrel. In the 
first machines we lay in a cradle or 
ng eae from side to side

“As frequently arranged when a legal! 
holiday falls on Friday the New York

Mrs. Sadie Papp, eight months from 
Roumania, is the innocent cause of all 
the trouble. Her husband is in Rou- 
mania. She doe& the housework at the 
Sonnenschein domicile. In some way 
Mr. and Mrs. Winkler were led to be- 
lieve that she was not well treated. It 
came to the ears of Mr. and Mrs. Son- 
néenschein that they had said that Mrs. 
Papp was kept in slavery at . their 
house. So they want Mr. and Mrs. 
Winkler to pay them $4600. 

Mrs. Winkler says that if she said 
anything about slavery in connection 
with the lot of Mrs. Papp, she was 
using the word in its liberal domestic 
sense and there was no intention to 
convey the idea that the woman was 
under physical restraint. She insists 
that she formed her conclusions much 
from what the woman told her about 
how hard she had to work, how unsat- 
isfactory was her fare and how close 
was her confinement to her household 
duties. 

Mr, Sonnenshcin as Interpreter. 

Mr. Sonnenschein says he pays her 
$20 a month, which he considers very 
fair compensation for the work which 
she has to do, and that he is also send- 
ing her to night school, so that she 
can learn to speak English. 
At present she cannot speak English, 
and it was necessary therefore for her 
to make her statement with Mr. Son- 
nenschein acting as her interpreter. She 
said, according to his translation, that 
Mr. and Mrs. Sonnenschein treated her 
as a father and mother would, and 
added she would not be likely to stay 
there eight months if she was being 
treated like a slave. 


LINCOLN LETTER-THANKING THE 
METHODIST CHURCH FOR AID 
DURING CIVIL WAR IS FOUND 


In It Emancipator Declared That 
Church Had Done More Than 


Any Other. 
SPRINGFIELD, O., Feb. 13.—At a 
Lincoln birthday celebration here 
George S. Dial read from the original 
of ua Lincoln letter written to the 
Methodist General Conference at Bal- 
timore, May 1, 1864, upon being assured 
of the support of the Methodist Church 
in h!s prosecution of the war. 

The letter was kept by Bishop Morris, 
secretaty of the Conference, and latar 
given to Judge EB. G. Dial of this city. 
The letter follows: 

“Gentlemen—In response to your ad- 
dress allow me to attest the accuracy of 
its historical statement; endorse the 
sentiments it expresses, and thank you 
in the nation’s name for the sure prom- 
ise it gives. 

“Nobly sustained as the Government 
has been by all the churches, I would 
utter nothing which might in the least 
appear invidious against any, yet, with- 
out this, it may fairly be said that the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, not less 
devoted than the best, is, by its greater 
numbers, the most important of all. 

“It is no fault in others that the Meth- 
odist Church sends more soldiers to the 
field, more nurses to the hospitals and 
more prayers to Héaven than any. God 
bless the Methodist Church—bless all 
the churches—and blessed be God, who, 
in this, our great trial, giveth us the 
churches. “A. LINCOLN.” 
May 1, 1864.

the leading independent oil men at 


the meeting declared that they were 
able to supply oil enough to meet the 
demands of Missouri if the cpnsump- 
tion was four times as great as it is. 
Resolutions were adopted commending 
Gov. Hadley for the fight he made as 
Attorney-General against the Standard 
Oil Trust and pledging him hearty sup- 
port in every way possible. 

The new association will take the 
Standard Oil Co. under espionage and 
report to the proper authorities in every 
state any act of discrimination it can 
discover. 

C. D. Chamberlain of Cleveland, sec- 
retary of the National Association of 
Refiners, telegraphed that he would be 
here next week to call on Gov. Hadley 
with the delegation. Mr. Chamberlain 
is said to be the best informd man on 
the oil situation in the country, and he 
will produce statistics to prove to Gov. 
Hadley. and Attorney-General Major 
that Missour!. will not suffer if the 
Standard is forced to relinquish its 
business in the State.

Mr. Chamberlain has furnished the 
Federal prosecutors vast information 
relative to the practices of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co.

OU simply can’t forget! The lure of the track and field, once ingrained 
in the system, is not to be driven out. The joints may be creaking, 
the muscles unresponsive, the feet gouty, but forever in the mind of 


him who has once fought it out at the tape is the memory of the stirring 


contests of other days. 

That was why, when the marathon 
professionals came to town and the 
talk of professional athletics was 
heard in the land, old Tom Aitken, 
the father of athletic sports in St. 
Louis and elsewhere, and instructor 
at Triple A, cameout of-his shell, 
pricked up his ears and began to take 
notice of things athletic. Tom usual- 
ly withdraws into his cocoon at 
Triple A during the winter months 
and is ne more to be heard from 
until spring and golf return. But 
this year the man who in his days 
won many laurels on all sorts of 
fields just could not keep away from 
that race between Dorando and 
Smallwood. And he has been talk- 
ing professional sports ever since. 

Tom’s Records Date 
Back in Early Days. 
ae ie profession of athletics Is 
not what it used te be,”’ re- 
marked Tom as he settled 
for a chat in the cozy reception room 
at the Triple A clubheuse, “but it 
does seem that it is picking up a 
trifle in this country, .where the am- 
ateur has for so long crowded the 
‘pre’ completely off the map. I like 
the amateurs all right, but ye see I 
BO way back” (back to May 23, 1863, 
to be more exact than Tom himself),

Many a dear won field where 
on cinder and turf he had strained 
with the pick of the world, doubtless 
rose to view. For this grim-lipped, 
gaunt-cheeked, iron-framed, yet 
kindly eyed veteran has run the 
gamut of competition and such com- 
petition as tested the heart,. the 
courage and the nerves, as well as 
the bone and sinew. 

Today Tom’s ambftion is to shine 
at the middle-aged game of golf. ‘T 
used to think it a gowktsh sport,” 
he remarked once, “but it takes 
something beside a loose muscle to 
play the game with the leaders, at 
that.” But time was when the Triple 
A’s teacher was a champion ef cham- 
pions—the best allround athlete of 
the world.

There Is Little Chance That 
' Democratic Candidates Will 
Be Improved. 


DELAY BY COMMITTEE 





Republican Convention Has 
Opportunity to Name a 
Clean Ticket. 





Hope for a House of Delegates that 
is free from combines amd evil domina- 
tion now centers to some extent in the 
Republican City Convention, but princi- 
pally in the independent voters of the 
wards that are threatened with another 
period of misrepresentation. 
The Democratic City Committee, de- 
spite the earnest supplications of busi- 
ness en and the better element of 
the party, hes declined to force, in 
several important wards, the nomina- 
tion of acceptable candidates. -The time 
for calling an open convention to nomi- 
nate delegate candidates expired yes- 
terday. 
One faction of the committee blames 
another for this disregard of a public 
demand and their own opportunity to 
cleanse the House of Delegates. 
Chance for Republicans, 
It is predicted that the Republicans, 
realizing the weakness of the Demo- 
cratic candidates in several wards, will 
oppose them with worthier nominees 
and at the same time prevent the can- 
didacy of any of their own partisans 
who are in the present -Houre of Dele- 
gates. 
In default of any choice between the 
Republican and the Democratic cardi- 
date in any given ward, the decent 
voters have still the opportunity to 
elect an independent. Results in the 
election Nov. $ indicate that a revolt 
such as that against “Lawler” ‘Daley, 
boss of the Twenty-second Ward, would 
defeat at least half the worst members 
of the combine. 

Two years ago Daley carried his ward 
for Frank Hussey by a majority of 627 
over Frank Orff. Last November the 
Republicans captured the Twenty-sec- 
ond by 479—a change of 1106 votes. 

Democratic Slump in Third. 

There was a heavy :ioss in the vote 
cast Tor the Democratic ticket in the 
uaird Ward last November compared 
with the number polled by ‘“Jiggers’’ 
Gallagher in 1907. Gallagher is a can- 
didate for re-election to the House of 
Delegates, but the’ Republicans hope to 
defeat him. 

Nick Polito, Republican committeeman 
of the ward, and “Jimmy” Miles, its 
Democratic boss, have not until this 
year fought each other very savagely. 
They appear now to be really at war 
and Gallagher’s chances of success are 
to be. measured according to the extent 
and sincerity of I »publican opposition. 

Speaker Ike Conran of the House 
wants to return. Two years ago his 
opponent, Otto Richter, a weak Repub- 
lican, lost the ward by more than 400. 
In November the Republicans were but 
2°5 votes short of controlling the ward. 


Chance tg Beat Wiedmer 
Delegate Fred Wiedmer of vty Thir- 


teenth Ward, head of the combine in 
the House of Delegates during the years 
1905-7, and recently admitted to the fold 
with Gallagher, ‘‘Boots’’ Brennan, Pries- 
meyer and Warner, was elected over 
a Republican by 686 votes. Cowherd re- 
ceived .but 9% votes more than Hadley 
in the Thirteenth Ward last November. 

John R. Wall, a dentist, is fighting 
Wiedmer for/the nomination and the 
Republicans probably will name a strong 
candidate. If they do so and are able 
t> poll 96 votes more than they mustered 
last fall, Wiedmer will not return to 
the House of Delegates. 

Should the Republicans command the 
same vote they had in the Fourteenth 
Ward last November, Matt J. Tobin, a 
member of the combine, will not accom- 
plish his re-election. Besides, Andrew 
Powers, Democratic committeeman in 
the Fourteenth Ward, is out for the 
namination against Tobin and a fight 
is likely to result. 

Tobin was chosen over Biattner, Re- 
publican, two years ago by a majority 
of M8. The ward went Republican last 
November by 708—a change of 1016 votes. 
James T. Brennan, another member 
of the combine, ig trying to return to 
the House. John P. Farrington, a real 
estate agent, is his opponent for the 
nomination. Since Brennan’s election 
two years ago by a majority of 1059 
over the Republican candidate and 1847 
over Nash, an independent, the Twenty- 
sixth Ward has become Republican by 
10. That indicates a change of 1167 
votes. 

There is an equal chance for Demo- 
crats or independents to defeat objec- 
tionable Republicans should any be 
nominated. Priesmeyer of the « First 
Ward, it is understood, will not be 
selected as the Republican member for 
the House. Bourg of the Sixth Ward, 
a Republican member of the combine, is 
seeking re-election. He was chosen 
two y ‘ago by’ a majority of 42 
Lorents Seitz, a druggist, is the Dem- 
ocratic candidate in the ward. 

Delegates ‘Troll, Sachse, Schell and 
Tirre, other Republicans in the com- 
bine, were elected by majorities rang- 
ing from 111 to 3%. <A gomparatively 
slight ‘change in the vote of their wards 
would overcome them all.

In some wards, where the Democratic 
and Republican committeemen have 
heretofore had understandings as to 
the conduct of affairs, there is actual 
hostility’ between them. Seventeen con- 
victions for frauds against the ballot 
will have a tendency to discourage re- 
peaters and Indians that were big 
factors in previous elections. Lastly, 
a considerable number of fraudulent 
and fictitious names have been taken 
from the registration books and 4g fur- 
ther purging is promised. 
Heelers in the river wards are begin- 
ning to fear the independent vote with 
which the Demoé¢rats among them had 
a bitter experience last fall. Moreover, 
their inability to save their crooks 
from the penitentiary, and obtain ald 
from the Police Department and the 
Board of Election Commissioners, has 
deprived them of their former boldness. 
It is doubtful whether an independent 
candidate need dread the beating, cheat- 
ing and intimidation which those who 
opposed these leaders in former years 
had to endure.

GIRL S DISGUISE 
IN MAN S ATTIRE 


At First Begs for Tobacco and 
Then Decides to Quit 
Habit. 





WORKED YEAR AS COOK

Stole Rides on Trains and 
“Bummed” It Heré to Find 
Lost Relative. 





In order to make ‘her disguise as a 
boy complete while she was doing the 
manual work of a man, Mabel Davis, 
now a prisoner in the Belleville jail, 
learned to smoke cigarettes and chew 
tohacco. 

She wept yesterday when a paper bag 
which she had tried to conceal was tak- 
en frem her by Jailer Hauss. 

‘Please leave it with me,’’ she said. 

Hauss opened the bag’ and found in 
it five packages of smoking tobacco and 
a plug of chewing tobacco. 

“I can do without the plug,’’ Maba 
said. “It always made me sick, but 
I must have cigarettes.’’ 

Tries to Quit Tobacco. 

The Jailer asked her if she did not 
want to quit using tobacco. After a 
little hesitation she said she did, and 
that she would be willing to try. 

The girl looked for all the world like 
a boy when she entered the Jailer’s of- 
ficé at Belleville, and Hauss was un- 
able to tell which of the four prisoners 
who were brought in was a girl. 

Rather short of stature, the girl is sol- 
id'y built, and the scales registered 137 
pounds when she was weighed. She 
wears her clothing as a boy would, but 
her walk is slightly effeminate: Her 
voice is pitched high, but is not par- 
ticularly noticeable in that respect. Del 
Brown, who was arrested with Mabel, 
known as Jim Davis, said he had been 
with her for sevenal weeks, and had al- 
ways supposed she was a boy. 

In answering the jailer’s questions, 
there was a catch in the girl's voice 
when she answered his ‘‘What are your 
parents’ names?’ 

‘“‘I—nev-ver knew my parents,”’ she re- 
plied. “They both died before I was 
old enough to remember.”’ 

Forced to wear boys’ clothing when 
she was 13 years old by those who had 
brought: her up, the girl has worn them 
ever since, and:she is now 18 years old. 
Her foster*parents resided near Waver- 
ly, N. ¥Y. A year ago the foster-mother 
died, her husband having previously 
passed away. 

Men Clothes Better. 

“Just before she died,’’ said Mabel to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘‘she told me 
I had an uncle named Herman Davis, 
living on Gamble street, St. Louis. I 
had no money and ‘bummed’ by way to 
St. Louis and continued to wear men’s 
clothing, because I could get along bet- 
ter. 

“T could find no trace of my uncle in 
St. Louis and had to go to work. I 
worked for a construction company for 
some time and when I lost that place I 
went to an employment agency and 
they sent me to Dupo. There I was 
employed as second cook at Hall & Wal- 
lace’s restaurant.” 

The girl was arrested in Dupo on 
suspicion of having stolen some men’s 
wearing apparel. Del Brown was 
charged with the same offense. Both 
deny the charge. 

It was in an endeavor to try and 
maintain her disguise that the girl 
learned to chew and smoke. She said 
she did not like chewing tobacco, but 
had learned to enjoy ajcigarette. She 
said she had never had a sweetheart. 

The girl was locked up in the wom- 
an’s department at the County Jail and 
will be \allowed to retain her boy’s 
clothing until the jailer cah find some 
women’s clothing that will fit. The 
girl said she did mot know how it would 
seem to wear the female garb. The 
other prisoners in the women’s depari- 
ment were surprised when they saw 
the turnkey bring what was apparent- 
ly a male prisoner there.

“IT heard the chief surgeon of the hos- 
pital give orders at night that both my 
legs were to be cut off in the morning.

When they did come the next 
morning I drew my revolver and told 
them I would shoot the first man who 
undertook to cut off my legs.”’

LONDON, Feb. 13.—The determined 


efforts of the Jingoists to fill the de- 
pleted ranks of the territorial army by 
means of the scare-producing qualities 
of Maj. Du Maurier’s war melodrama, 
“An Englishman’s Home," are being 
pursued by the militarist press with un- 
diminished and almost feverish vigor, 
but with dubious success. 

The Jingoists thought they would work 
up such a fear among the more suscepti- 
ble ones that they would cause a tre- 
mendous crush toward the recruiting 
stations. They have been thus far saily 
disappointed. 

It is a fact that the anti-German fee!- 
ing has been gaining ground, but it has 
not aroused the populace yet to the 
point of wholesale enlisting in the army. 
Eleven thousand men are needed to 
complete the equipment of the London 
territorial establishment. 


Few Londoners Enlist 
Even with the war talk at its height 


and Du Maurier’s play exciting London- 
ers to a high pitch, only 2600 men have 
been frightened sufficiently to offer 
themselves as recruits. This, despite ter- 
ritorlal marches all over London and 
the Jingoists doing their utmost to cause 
the populace to have nightmares of war. 

The failure of the Jingo campaign has 
set some people to thinking that such 
exhibitions, ‘tending to excite artificial 
panicky conditions, are out of place in 
a@ great nation and that recruiting by 
such methods must produce a strong 
reaction upon those responsible for the 
turmoil. 


Compulsory Service Urged. 
The militaristg,are turning this ar- 


gumént fo their own purposed. They say 
the present situation demonstrates to 
the people that it is impossible to main- 
tain the army forces at the required 
strength except by compulsory service. 
The fact that, even with an agitation of 
the kind now going on, Londoners will 
not volunteer freely to serve in the army, 
they offer as an argument that they 
ought ‘to be made to enlist, willy-nilly, 
so far as they are needed.

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NEW PHESIDENT 
JOCKEY CLUB 


France’s Most Exclusive Coterie 
Elects as Its Chief the Duke 
de Monteszmon-Fezensac. 





Special Correspondence From Paris 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 


PARIS, Feb. 3.—The Jockey Club, 
which is the most exclusive’ club in 
France, and in some respects the most 
select club in the world, has just elected 
a new president, the Duke de Montes- 
quiou-Fezensac, who succeeds the late 
Duke de Doudeauville. 

Head of one of the preudest families 
of France (another member of which, 
Count Robert de Montesqguiou, is will 
remembered in. the United States as a 
lecturer and essayist), the Duke de Mon- 
tesquiou-Fezensac is a familiar figure 
in the fashionable life of the capital and 
is always present at important gather- 
ings at famous race courses near Paris. 
He is of average height, with snow 
white hair, but possesses a youthful car- 
riage and a good figure exquisitely 
clothed. 

The Jockey Club was founded in 1836, 
at an epoch when the fashionable world 
of France wished to emulate the English 
and the first president sefe the organiza- 
tion was an Englishman, Lord Henry 
Seymour, famous as ‘‘Lord L’Arsouille,”’ 
one of the celebrities of his time, noted 
as a “dandy.” The Duke Orleans and 
the Duke of Nemours were among the 
organizers. , 
It is the highest ambition of an aris- 
tocratic Frenchman to be a member of 
“the Jockey.” In recent times the 
Jockey Club has been singularly free 
from reproach, and when its members 
wish the excitement of risking their en- 
tire fortunes at bacarat they generally 
go elsewhere. 

The Duke de Doudeauville was presi- 
dent 2 years. The Duke de Montes- 
quiou-Fesensac was vice-president 14 
years, and his elevation to the presi- 
dency was expected.

The difference 
is due not only to the fact that the 
death rate was lowered from #7,000 to 
$90,000, but also to a net inerease of 
births, which rose from 402,000 to 411,000.

Upon the filing of the petition it be- 
comes the duty of the Ralirgad and 
Warehouse Commission to set a date 
for a hearing, at which it shall be de- 
termined whether the proposed issue 
is for @ lawful purpose. If it is, the 
Commission is instructed to render « 
favorable decision; but if it is found 
that the purpose is illegal, the Com- 
mission is authorized to refuse author- 
ity for the proposed issue. ‘ 

No issue of stocks or bonds may SX 
made bv any railroad, except under the 
authority of the Commission. 

A section of the bill provides that 
any. director or officer of any railroad 
company who votes or “in any manner 
consents to’’ a violation of the act shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than 
$6000 or imprisoned for not more than 
two years, or both, mn the discretion of 
the court.

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“Large as is the arena of the Coliseum, it is not big enough to accom- 
modate all the makers of automobiles and their agents who do business 
in St. Louis. A number of motor cars of standard make will not be seen 
on the floors of the big exhibition hall, but manufactureis and agents 
Will be prepared, in factories and show rooms, to receive vis'tors who 


are interested in the ubject in any degree. 
Descriptions of these cars, and details of their construction, follow: 


American Mors. 


NE of the very popular line of 
cars made in St. Louis is the 
American Mors, built by the 

St. Louis Car Co. at its immense 
plant in North St. Louis. In se- 
lecting the French Mois, a car cf 
highest reputation on the continent, 
for its type of product, the St. Louis 
company gave due consideration to 
its adaptability to American road 
conditions. The makers now point 
to.a number of severe tésts over the 
roughest roads’ to prove the wisdom 
of their choice. 

The factory itself at 5200 North 
Second street is equipped with the 
latest and finest machinery, much of 
it of special design,’ for producing 
the many parts of the Mors cars. 
Every part of the car is interchange- 
able, and the most advanced methods 
are employed to secure the greatest 
degree of accuracy. : 

* ‘The material entering into the con- 
struction of the car has been careful- 
ly selected from the markets of the 
world; cylinders, pistons, crank 
shafts and magnetos have been im- 
ported from France, from the same 
makers who supply the Mors com- 
‘pany: Only the highest grade of 
chrome-nickel steel is used. Hess- 
Bright ball bearings are used 
Mhroughout. Every detail of the 





“American Mors” is finished and as- 
sembled in St. Louis. 

After the motor is assembled it is 
taken to the testing department and 
there given a very thorough and com- 
plete test. To prove the efficiency of 
the motor a generator is used which 
furnishes electric current to re- 
Sistances and the reading of the volt 
meter and ammeter is taken from 
the switch board and from this read- 
ing is known exactly just what the 
motor is doing every. minute during 
the test. 

The motor is run the first day on 
an empty load, the second day on 
half-load and ihe third day, for a 
period of six hours, under full load. 
After it has been proven that the mo- 
tor is capable of withstanding the 
test it is looxed over and sent to the 
assembling department, to be mount- 
ed into the chassis or running gear. 
From here it goes on the road for a 
test of not less than 150 miles. After 
this road test the car is turned over 
to the inspection department, where 
it is disassembled and inspected and 
then reassembled and sent to the 
body department. After the body has 
been mounted and the car is com- 
plete it is given a road test of 50 
miles. 

Naturally, of course, the Mors is 
made in evéry variety of body and 
design known to the automobile

Joseph W. Moon, 
the president of this company, who 
has had long years of experience if 
the building of carriages and bug- 
gies, now has added the capstone of 
success to his fortune in giving to 
the public a reliable automobile.

Ashley D. Scott, sales manager for 
the Weber Implement Co., agents for 
the Mitchell cars, figured conspicu- 
ously in the early days of the auto- 
mobile development in St. Louis.

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MATERIAL AND DESIGN OF THE 


CAR MADE IN AMERICAN FACTORIES 


BY HOWARD E. COFFIN,

The American engineer who spends 
some length of time abroad, with his 
eyes and ears open, will felicitatc 
himself on being an American, and 
be glad that since he must bvild mo- 
tor cars, he can do so with the aic 
of the highest development of fac- 
tory, manufacturing and machine- 
tool practice in the world, and with 


the very comfortable feeling that 
after the cars are built they can b: 
disposed of in a home market that 
is a safe and steady one, dependent in 
no way upon the uncertainties of un- 
fair competition or the whims of the 
tariff reform of any other country. 

‘The matters of material and work- 
manship do not enter into this equa- 
tion at all. We have the finest wor«- 
men in the world in America. They 
are not merely machines perfected in 
the performance of ce~tain labor, but 
have the advantage of the knowledge 
that a lively exercise of their brains 
will be appreciated by their employ- 
ers. Nowhere in Europe can te 
found the “suggestion box” or any 
other of the several systems common 
to American shop practice, and 
through which is added to the mutual 
benefit of the employe and the em- 
ployer the advantage of the observ- 
ant eye and the active brain of the 
“man behind the bench.”’ 

Savannah Small Car Race.

Sngland, and sent here in perfect 
ondition in ample time to work out 
over the course—this car, in a dis- 
cance of 196 miles and a total elapsed 
ime of 3h. 43m. 33s., gained a total 
of 6m. 12s. over its nearest competi- 
tor, an American stock chassis, and 
10m. 22s. over its next competitor, 
also an American stock chassis. It 
is a matter of record how much de- 
lay from tire and other trouble was 
experienced during the race by the 
three cars. The behavior of the 
other foreign cars is also a matter of 
record. 

Even at Savannah, where leeway 
was given the maker along lines of 
special construction, insufficient time 
was allowed between the dates of the 
announcement and the running of the 
event, to permit of the design, con- 
struction and test of any special ra- 
cing car.

American 
cars finishing second and third were 
both faster than the winner, and that 
their delays were occasioned by in- 
sufficient or improper preparation, 
in one case at least (the third). It 
must also be considered that to make 
the third car eligible in the event, 
it was necessary to reduce the bore of 
the cylinders, which Was done witb- 
out in any way lightening the stock 
chassis to keep pace with this reduc- 
tion of power, all of which must have

In the interchange of ideas lies the 
true source Of progress; and _ the 


American engineer (and with him the 
American car) ‘is as sure to excel the 
European as that the day will fol- 
low ihe night. Nor is this time in 
the distant future.’ If the develop- 
ment within the industry, for the 
10 years in France, Germany, 
Italy, England ahd the States be rep- 
resented by curves, it will be found 
that the crossing of the lines has 
been reached. Yankee genius may 
be depended upon to see to it that 
the curve of American progress is 
never recrossed. 

Not very Many years ago, here in 
the States, it was practically impos- 
sible for a member of the engineer- 
ing staff of one concern to pay a 
visit to the works of a competitor, 
unless he went in disguise or under 
false pretenses.' What a difference 
now, when a visiting engineer is free- 
ly, courteously and willingly shown 
through every nook and corner of a 
competitor’s plant, and sent away 
with a feeling that the “latch string 
is always out.” A comparison of this 
attitude with the spirit of suspicion 
that pervades the atmosphere of the 
foreign shops and management shows 
a monument to the progressive spirit 
of the American industry that is 
chargeable directly and indisputably 
to the first of our organizations of 
motor car engineers, the mechanical 
branch of the A. L. A. M. 
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that prevents skidding.

A four-cylinder touring car of 20 
horsepower and carrying five pas- 
sengers, sold at a price which, a few 
years ago, would have been incon- 
ceivable, is the offering of the Ford 
Motor Co. The factory at Detroit ex- 
pects to market about 24,000 of these 
cars in various models, this coming 
vear, and it is the manufacture of 
such a quantity, the company ex- 
plains, which permits the building of 
a serviceable automobile at the price 
charged. 

The cylinders are cast in one block, 
with water jackets and upper half of 
crank case integral.

One of the novelties at the show, 
in the line of a standard car, will be 
the six-cylinder Matheson, an  en- 
tirely new product and design for 
1909.

‘N THE early days of the automo- 
bile industrv in the United States 

little or n@hing was known of 
the properties required in the mate- 
rials of construction. For example: 
Alumipv.n was a novelty, castiron 
and bronze were used for the gear 
wheels of the speed-change mech 
anism; roller bearings having un- 
hardened rolls operated in soft axl 
‘tubes as a bearing for soft steel solid 
axles: bronze and malleable iron were 
the harden- 
ing and grinding of crankshafts and 
many other pats were un’ nown; 
brakes were lined with wood blocks; 
any yellow metal for bearings was 
“bronze.” regardless of its composi- 
‘case harden- 
ing,” sometimes .001 inch dee#, some- 
times more, but alWays an indefinite 
amount. 

Heat treatment, allov 
hardening as we know them today 
vere practically unknown. Structural 
steel; bar, plate and rod stock; woods 
of various kinds; cast iron; brass and 
bronze of the ordinary “merchant” 
shapes and qualities were alone avail- 
@ble for the automobile builder. 

in Europe, on the other hand, the 
requirements, of foreizn gunmakers. 
engine builders and cthers had cre- 
ated a demand for special steels and 
bronzes. 

+ From. the beginning of the automo- 
bile industry in France the mach'‘nes 
were entered in races and other com- 
petitions that developed in a few 
hours weaknesses and shortcomings 
of design in materials that would 
use.

ilone of a weak part to make it 
trong enough was not always the 
emedy, or even always feasible, the 
manufacturers naturally turned to the 
steel makers for better materials. 

Right here another’ difference be- 
‘ween the United States and Europe 
shonld be noted. In ‘the United 
jtates the steel ma*ers wanted “ton- 
rave,” That is, 
mut a special grede of metal.and set 
up the rolls to shape it unless an or- 
der for many thousands of tons was 
vlaced. Whereas, in Europe, the steel 
mills would tae an order fur a few 
hundred pounds of a steel of special 
composition. 

The net resvit was that the French 
automobile builders, by races that 
tested the materials and design of 
ronstruction, by the facility and pos- 
s‘bility of procuring proper materials, 
by cleverness in design and by keen 
competition, soon dis anced all other 
nations in the n‘oduc’icn of cars that 
were reliable, fast and dependable. 

A concrete example of the above is 
furnished by the aciual experience of 
one of the early American manufac- 
turers, who conceived the idea of 
building in this country an evact copy 
of a well-known and _ successful 
“rench car. - After the firgt car was 
built the testing out proved that the 
American tubing used in the frame 
had only about one-half the strength 
and stiffness of the tubing used in the 
model. The gears would not stand 
up under the work and the wearing 
qualities and general durability of the 
entire machine were far below the 
French model. <A careful investiga- 
‘ion showed that the difference was

Conditions in the 
gineering talent and, material mar- 
ket have in the last three or four 
vears completely changed. 

We now know what material to use 
in each particular place, how to use 
it, where to get it, and why we use it. 
It is, moreover, a fact that the re- 
verse of the above-mentioned case 
has happened. An American manu- 
facturer in 1899 and 1900 produced a 
number of e‘ght-horsepower cars, 
with single cylinder, verticalrin-froni | 
engine. The owner of one of these 
cars appeared within the past two 
months at a New York salesroom and 
stated that he still used his little 
eight-horsepower, original American 
car, and that the bearings and all of 
‘he parts had stood up won‘erfulls 
well. This car must have head excel- 
lent material and admirable des gn. 
As a matter of fact, one of ‘he larzg- 
erst manufacturers in Ge:rany ac- 
qu'red in 1898 exclusive righ’s to 
manufacture this same car of Amer- 
ican design and on American specifi- 
eations for:material. All the detailed 
drawings were converted into the 
metric system end sent to Eyrope 
with a model and some parts. The 
car, though well known and success- 
ful in the Urited States, was not sat- 
isfactory when made by the German 
maker with European material. 

The American industry has grown 
‘9 such proportions that steel and 
other material manufacturers seek 
and cater to the wants of the auto- 
mobile builder. At the present time 
there is not, and in fact for seme 
time past, there has not been, the 
difference between the foreign and 
the domestic car that formerly exist- 
ed. If the American engineer is not 
satisficd w*th American materials, all 
kinds and grades of foreign materials 
can now be procured in stock in the 
Americen market, and at prices com- 
mereis liv practicable. 

The only pessible reason for the 
purchase of a foreign car in this 
country today is the same one tha! 
leads monv people to buy English 
clothes 2nd French hair dyes. 

There is an idea very prevalent in 
some quarters ‘hat practically all the 
ears made in Frané¢e, England, Ital) 
Germany and Belgium are as good or 
better than the better grades of cars 
made in this country, whereas the re- 
verse is really the truth. 

Some of the foreign cars that have 
had a large sale and vogue in this 
country and been accepted without 
question as being of the highest grade 
were classed as second grade at home. 
Taking the good and the bad togeth- 
er. the average quality is higher im 
this country todav than in Europe. 

It is true that ‘here are more build- 
ers of high-grade, finely finished cars 
in Europe than in this country. But 
their combined cutput is not as great 
as the combined output of the rela- 
tively few similar makers here. On 
the other hand there are practically 
no cars built here as “rotten” as some 
of the foreign ones. 


Peerless Cars 


A few important changes are note- 
worthy in the 1909 cars. The wheel 
base hes been lengthened for the pur- 
pose of more perfectly balancing the 
car by a_ better distribution of 
weight: the construction of the driv- 
ing system has been improved and 
practicular at’ention is called to the 
change and improvement in the uni- 
versal-joint censtruction between the 
clutch and transmission, the trans- 
mission and the rear axle, and the 
differential and live axle shafts. An- 
other important imp:ovement Is a 
new design of water pump of herring- 
bone gear construction, which prac- 
tically eliminates noise. 

A new feature of the crank case 
is a reservoir or compartment, cast 
integral with the case, for the stor- 
age of over a gallon of oil, W hich sup- 
plies the sight-feed oiling sy stem for 
the pistons, and the mechanical re- 
plenishment of crank case, and from 
which oil may be forced to either 
compartment of the crank case at 
will by means of a hand pump.

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solid tires, but here the rubber tire 
still reigns supreme and gives prom- 
ise of continuance. 

Having this main problem disposed 
of, and, it might be said, settled by 
usage, the manufac.urer has turned 
to the question of ready-repair, and 
in the case of the large, heavy auto- 
mobile tire, this, after various vicis- 
situdes, hes settled down to the ques- 
ion of quickly remeving the tire and 
epairing it or replacing it. The re 
lacing bes in fact become essential 
hbecause.of the increased use and the 
great prospects in the near future of 
1utomobiles for service where “time 
is money.” 

Having narrowed down to the re 
placement of tires, the question has 
been one of taking the tire off and 
putting a new one on and inflating 
t or carrying an extra, ready inflates 
ind equipped with a rim so that i! 
‘an be substituted for a deflated tire 
in the quickest possible time. The 
uestion of quickly removing tires o1 
rims and replacing and blowing them 
up has involved the design of innum- 
-rable quick detachable rims. The 
entire replacement of a ready-inflated 
tire has involved the question of de- 
mountable rims which can also be 
quickly remounted upon a wheel. 

It is true that a great variety of 
devices and designs have sprung from 
the fertile brain of the inventor, in- 
volving such ideas as complete re- 
»ylacing of a wheel, as well as the at- 
taching of a separate tire and rim 
without taking off the ruptured or in- 
jured tire. Eut for the present and 
for general consideration, the quick- 
detachable rim and the demountable 
rim are the practical, live problems 
of mutual. interest to the tire and 
automobile manufacturer at the pres- 
ent date. 

The quic-detachable rim is now be- 
ing thoroughly tried out in several 
forms, any one of which promises to 
establish superiority which will be 
recognized in due time by its general 
or possible universal ad@option, a mil- 
lenium in this detail of the multitudi- 
nous ramifications of the industry, 
which is loo’ ed forward to anxiously 
by all, including the 200,000 and more 
users of automobiles in the United 
States, and frequently more desired 
by their friends or the users of auto- 
mobiles for hire. 

The demountable rim is, therefore, 
left for prime consideration at this 
very moment. It is generally accept- 
ed that the quick-detachable tire has 
its field and the demountable tire its 
field. It is yossible, however, that 
some very advantageous combination 
of the two will be the solution of the 
vexed problem. 

Years ago in the bicycle days, when 
the question of cushion tires or pneu- 
matic tires was the live issue. the 
single tube tire Was supreme and the 
question of securing it to the rim re- 
ceived much time and study: in fact. 
the exact nature of the shellac used 
to attach these tires to wooden or 
other bicycle rims and the method of 
attaching them were considered val- 
uable items in the knowledge of bi- 
cycle construction. The clincher tire 
in those days received little more con- 
sideration than a double-tube tire. 
with an outer casing attached in 
much the same way as a single tube 
tire or hose pipe. 

In 1899 the construction of numer- 
ous heavy ‘automobiles caused a sud- 
den activity in the development of 

very heavy pneumatic tires. which 
sepaited in such stiff walls and beads 
in clincher construction as to necessi- 
tate the development of attaching 
means to readily handle replacements 
and repairs. Constant development. 
however, has resulted in a deep-seat- 
ed belief in the advantage of the 
simplest form of single- piece clincher 
rim, a band of metal with each edge 
turned up to hold the clinch or bead 
of the tire casing, and the use of some 
means which will securely hold that 
rim on the felly band of a wheel in a 
manner which will be, in the first 
place, secure; secondly, will permit 
ready removal, and, thirdly, will be 
simple and cheap in construction and 
not involve numerous small parts 
frequently termed by the practical 
man as. “gimcracks.”’

The racing of automobiles has 
‘rought about many types of quick- 
demountable rims, but the details es- 
sential for quick removal have not 
always afforded the best results for 
other class of use. Furthermore, a 
racing car driver is essentially a me- 
hanie, and a tire that would emi- 
nently suit his purpose would not 
han- 
‘led by the average user of automo- 
iles. All these considerations, and 
» thers too numerous to mention im 
his brief review of the subject, have 
‘ow brought before tne public at the 

utomobile show of 1909 a startling 
variety of structures, in almost all of 
which there are one or more features 
of unquestioned merit. 

It would appear from the time and 
money that have been spent on the 
yroblem that the early part of 1909 is 
likely to see combinatioris of the sev- 
2ral meritorious features of different 
designs, to produce a generally, or 
even universally accepted form of de- 
mountable rim. On the other hand, 
he indications wou!d leave one econ- 
versant with the dreams of many in- 
ventors to believe that there is still 
the possibility of a form of demount- 
able rim quite different from the at- 
‘empts of the past presenting itseif. 


When Springs Creak, Here’s © 17 
a Tip Worth Remember 








Many cars squeak distressingly on 
rough roads, and the owners are 
often puzzled, as they know that all 


‘the spring pins are properly lubri- 
sated. What the do not seem to 
ecognize is that the majority of ears 
have springs which from time to time 
require lubrication between the plates 
‘Yr leaves of which they are com 
wsed. If yon have a car whieb 
squeaks mysteriously, first of all sat- 
isfy yourself that it is not what, for 
want of a better term, we may call a 
mechanical squeak. That is, assure 
yourself it is vot caused by, say,/ ap 
unlubricated universal joint or want 
of oil at the clutch collar. 

If the springs are dry, the result 
will probably be a most distressing 
“horus of squeaks, and no‘hing can be 
done to stop them while the weight 
is on the springs. 

The thing to do is to take a couple 
vf jacks and put them under the 
svar so that the weight is lifted 
off the springs. To do this it is 
usually necessary to use a stout piece 
of“wood an inch or two wider than

VER since the Messina earthqua’ residents 
of the western half of St. Louis have been 
alarmed by phenomena of frequent recur- 

rence which they have ascribed to s@¢ismic shocks. 
Many a householder, in the district bounded by 


> )** Natural Bridge road and the Gravois road, and 
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‘by Grand avenue and the western city limits, 


has been startled as he sat in his home by the 
reeling of a statuette on its pedestal, the dancing 
of &= vase on the mantel, the rattling of pictures 
against the walls, and the sudden chiming °f 
pendants on the chandeliers. He has glanced up 
nervously from his newspaper, with its vivid 
narrative of the Sicilian disaster, in a certainty 
that the house seismographs were recording the 
outer tremors ofan earthquake. 

A few days ago the police of the Mounted Sta- 
tion in Forest Park observed what they believed 
to he a heavy earthquake shock, which rocked 
the station on its foundations, according to the 
report of Capt. O’Brien to the Chief of Police. 
From the tall water towers in North and South 
ot. Louis came reports of .vibrating walls and 


 tinkling window panes. 


Tables and chairs in the Mounted Station 
danced, and Capt. O’Brien, whose hand lay on his 
desk, felt it prickle with the vibration of the 
fibers of the wood. In residenccs in the West 
End, the houses were felt to shake, the beds 
swayed beneath those lying awake in the early 
morning, and windows and walls quivered. 

But man, not nature, is the author of the min- 
lature oscillations of the earth’s crust which the 
St. Louisan feels when his chair leaps slightly be- 
neath him and his hands, resting on the arms, 
tingle as if from a weak electric shock. 

Deep in the earth, delving in the 100 miles of 
tunnels which honeycomb the hidden strata of 
thousands of acres on the west and southwest 
edges of the city, sappers and miners in the 
great clay deposits are setting off charges of 
dynamite, whose detonations, quivering along the 
bed of sandstone beneath the city, often produce 
the effect of a distant earthquake. 

The sandstone stratum, which caps the veins 
of clay, acts as a wire in transmitting the “long- 
distance” messages of the underground explos- 
‘ons. The vibrations are felt most powerfully 
along the direction of the shaft, but the reverse 
tremors are sometimes faintly recorded a mile 
away by the stopping of a clock. 

The waves seem to travel unbroken until they 
encounter a subterranean electric current, or a 
“fault” or displacement of the stratum. Then they 
may be deflected upward or downward, accord- 
Ine to the nature of the interference. When 
shunted upwards, they may reach the foundations 
of habitations and set them to trembling. These 
artificial shocks are often experienced at night, 
when the city lies in quiet. 

In order to reach the rich beds of fire clay 
which underlie the city, shafts. from 60 to 200 
feet deep, have been sunk through the surface soil 
and the sandstone covering into the clay veins. 
Following the windings of the veins, tunnels 
branch out from the shaft and wriggle away for 
miles in every direction, now rising towards the 
surface and now plunging deep below it, but al- 
ways pursuing the veing of valuable clay. 

The process is much like coal mining. Dyna- 
mite is used to rend the clay from its bed, and 
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the “mud’”’ is then loaded on trams diawn by 
mules, transported back to the shafts and lifted 
into the air, where grinders, compressors and 
kilns await it. 

Every explosion in one of these mines starts 
with a roar of sound, but this is lost within the 
first thousand yards or so, when the waves con- 


tinue silently until they are registered miles 
away, as a vibration by some “receiver,” in the 
form of a vase or piano string, perhaps, which 
intercepts them. 

In boring the famous Simplon tunnel through 
the Alps, workmen 1000 yards away from the 
blasts could not hear their thunder, but were 
notified of their occurrence by a painful con- 
cussion of the ear drums. There was something 
uncanny in this noiseless attack. 

Whenever there is a great earthquake its trem- 
ors are felt, with more or less force, all over the 
world. Nervousness here over the Sicilian disas- 
ter is not wholly illogical, for at the time of the 
tremendous New Madrid earthquake in 1811, the 
channel of the Mississippi River was wrenched 
and distorted for 100 miles and whole Sout heastern 
counties dropped below the level of the river, 


which buri d forests and turned plains into lakes 
as if by magic. 


Mining experts say that the speed with which 
the vibration of an explosive travels underground 
is about as rapid as the flight. of sound waves 
through the air, or 1090 feet a.second. The rate 
is far from constant, however, as the same blast 
has been recorded as a slight and as a sharp 
shock in different parts of the city at about the 
same distance from the center of disturbance. 
Some kinds of strata are better carriers than 
others. Rock unbroken by splitting or by a severe 
tilting of the stratum, carries the “message” &@ 
mee Pe ~ with greater force. 
ows Of @ miner’s hammer or the pounding 
of an air drill 1000 feet under the eieaea have

of a hammer resounding upon the “timber” of a 
clay mine far away, and borne to them through 
the rock and the house foundations resting on one 
of its high-tilted ledges. , 

That the vibration of a dynamite explosion trav- 
els far faster than its sound has often been noved 
ai the mouths of the clay mine shafts. First 
comes @& jar and a peculiar ticsling of the palm 
of the hand if it happens to rest on a timber. 
A few second later the rumble of the detonation 
booms ffom the shaft. ' 

Down in the ground, twenty or thirty feet away 
in a side tunnel from the blast. its dimly heard 
concussion will violently th:ow: off the hand, 
if it is resting against the wall. Several hundred 
feet away the hand will be slightly lifted. At a 
mile’s distance away, and separated from the ex- 
plosion by solid granite, the effect of the blast 
will be only a prickling of the palm. “ But the 
move sensitive ear, if laid against the rock, will 
suffer an acute tingling like an electric shock from 
a telephone receiver. 

Water is a very highly sensitive transmitter of 
vibrations. When the wireless electric batteries 
had been exhausted on the steamer Republic after 
its collision with the Florida, the Republic com- 
municated with the Baltic, miles away, by means 
of the rubmarine bell. 

A stick of dynamite exploded in lakes or streams 
will instantly kill fish at considerable distances 
away. A few minutes after the explosion these 
fish float dead to the surface by thousands. “Dy- 
namiting fish” has been made a severely punisha- 
ble offense. The vibration ig even carried to 
the shore with impetus enough to slay gophers 
ip their holes. 

Instances are cited in Government reports of 

the effects of the explosion of shells saaar walet 

miles away from such an explosion, armor 

es on ships have been bent under the water by 

concussion, and piers so weakened that re- 
pairs were necessary. 
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It is possible, therefore, that some of tne un-»% 


usually severe shocks felt in S . Louis homes from 
explosions in the clay mines may have been trans- 
mitted, for a portion of the distance at least, by 
subterraneous streams. 

Scientific speculators have fancied that the 
slight tremors such as radiate from an explosion 
of dynamite in the depths of the earth might be 
utilized in the prediction of earthquakes. It is 
believed that heralding the gigantic cataclysms 
there are forewarning vibrations, as when the 
roof of some vast subterranean cavern, straining 
under the weight of the strata above it, begins to 
creak and bend preliminary to collapsing under 
its burden. 

These strainings of supernatural force must, it is 
believed, send in all directions warnings of the 
coming disaster. Again and again, it is declared, 
Nature has telegraphed and telephoned man along 
her wires of rock strata that she is preparing 
changes in the foundations of the earth, but he 
does not answer the ‘phone until after the up- 
heaval has occurred. 

Instruments properly delicate, connected with 
the underground strata in regions where earth- 
quakes occur, would, perhaps, be able to warn 
man when some titanic change is at hand far 
down in the earth, in time for him to flee from 
the approaching doom. 

Though science can predict the coming of a 
comet hundreds of years in advance and discover 
a new planet before it is seen, it is not yet able to 
predict convulsions upon the earth, the home of 


man. 

Prof. T. A. Jaggar Ir. of the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, has just written: “It is a 
reproach that this higher study of earth has not 
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heen developed.” He imagined the appearance of 
a Martian astronomer at the recent convention of 
American geologists at Baltimore, and his amaze- 
ment at learning the abyss between man’s exact 
knowledge of the skies and his ignorance of the 
globe on which he dwells. 

“Rut you live on the earth and must meet every 
crisis in its life; cam you foretell nothing about 
them?” is the way Prof. Jaggar voices the aston- 
ishment of the Martian visitor. 

“Well, we don’t think of it in that way,” is the 
answer put into the mouths of the American 
geologists: “We treat the earth historically, and 
make notes,and use a hammer and compass, 
and are very much interested in the bones of Ku- 
rassic reptiles and in making maps of the rocks.” 

When a volcanic eruption or an earthquake: hap- 
pens, we send a geologist, says the professor, to 
study the results, and he writes a learned report.

Such legitimate firms are a benefit 
‘to the community, as they give the 
consumer a fair return for his money, 
end give the country resident an 
eguel opportunity with his city 
brether to buy his goods at the low- 
es! possible figure. 

But as all good things are imitated, 
so the mail order business has been 
imitated’ by a class of men who are 
nothing more than common grafters, 
and whe not only do not return full 
valve for the money they recetve, but 
in many idstances make no return at 
nll. 

lt is with these fake concerns that 
this story has to deal, and I shall en- 
deavyor 10 expose some of the methods 
which they employ to skin the credu: 
lous public. 

One of the principal reasons why 
so many grafters have gone into the 
fake mail order business is because it 
doesn't require much capital to start 
up, and the returns always bring a 
laree profit on the investment and 
sometimes it is nearly all profit. 

HE RENTS AN OFFICE. 

The first thing the grafter does is 
to rent an office, although there have 
been cases known where the business 
Was carried on in an ordinary fur- 
nished room house. 

After’ renting an office he secures 
“cuts” or  electrotypes of gold 
watches, scarfpins, ear drops, rings, 
brooches and other articles, and, of 
course, these “cuts” always represent 
ihe articles to be the very finest quai- 
ity and possessing great value. 

The next step he takes is to put an 
“ec in all the country newspapers. 
pod perfodicals having a rural ciren- 
Miion, accompanted by a “cut” illus- 
trating a fine “gold watch,” which te 
States will be sent by mail, postage 
prepaid, upon receipt of $2.98, or 
pome such absurd price. 

There is always a “catch” in the 
wording of the “ad,” as, for instance. 
he merely says “gold watch” and not 
“solid gold,” and if it happens to be 
a searft pin, he only says it fs a “mag- 
niffeent brilliant” or “sparkling gem,” 
but is careful not to state in words 
that it is a “genuine diamond,” al- 
though evidently wishing to convey 
that impression to the simple coun-

try folks who read the advertise- 
ment.

his goods and claimed them to be

© the $2.98, or whatever price he asks, 
ae 
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and in return, receive a cheap electro- 
plated case, containing a poor quality 
Swiss or American movement. 

The case usually turns green in a 
couple of weeks, and the watch only 
runs’ by fits and starts, so that the 
money spent for it has been thrown 
away, as the article is of no use to 
the purchaser. 

In the case of the “diamond” 
scarfpin, you receive for your money 
a common rhinestone pin, such as 
could be bought from any street fak- 
er for 10 cents or ‘“‘two bits’ at the 
most, stuck on a piece of tissue pa- 
per or a card, bearing the inscription 
in .gold letters, “Brazilian Gem,” 
“Australian Diamond” or some such 
title. 

A “FLASHY LOOKING” AD. 

One of the worst fakes I ever came 
across in this line was carried on oy 
a mail order grafter, who put a 
flashy-looking ‘‘ad’”’ in the rural pa- 
pers, accompanied, of course, by an 
illustration, showing what was appar- 
ently a fine gold hunting-case watch. 

The “ad” was worded something 
on tais order: “This reliable time- 
piece, guaranteed to keep accurate 
time for an indefinite period, and 
not to get out of order, will be sent 
postpaid upon receipt of the remarka- 
bly-low price of $2.00.” 

Anyone looking at the illustration 
would suppose it was a handsome 
hunting case watch, and a great many 
persons answered the ‘“ad’’ and sent 
the requisite $2 along. 

In return they received a sund‘al, 
made out of cardboard and inclosed 
in 2 cheap brass case, somewhat re- 
sembling a watch case, the article not 
being worth over 25 cents at the most. 

The grafter did not state in so 
many words that he would send them 
a “watch,” but merely said “time 
piece.” Of course, a sun dial would 
come under this category. But it 
was.a swindle nevertheless, as every- 
one supposed they would get a watch. 

Another fake “ad” is the one in 
which the grafter offers to send a 
“handsome umbrella” in exchange for 
$1." In some cases they only ask 50 
cents for it. But should you answer 
this “ad” and inclose the money, 
you may receive by mail a Japanese 
umbrella or sunshade, made out of 
colored paper on a bamboo frame, 
which could be bought in any store 
dealing in Japanese goods for 25 
cents. . 

There are numerous other articles 
used by these grafters to deceive the 
public, such as the offer to send “a 
beautiful and reliable fountain pen” 
for $1, which turns out later to be one 
of those cheap little founiain pens 
made of tin, black enameled, such as 
street fakers sell for 10 cents each. 
Or perhaps it may not even be as 
good as that, but only one of those 
“glass pens” that one buys frork the 
“glass blower” at a county fair for 
5 or 10 cents. 

I could go on and enumerate decep- 
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tions of this kind ad infinitum, but 
the foregoing ins‘ances will suffice to 
show how the public is swindled by 
this class of grafters, and may serve 
to put. someone on his or her guard 
and prevent them from getting 
“stung” in the future. 

A couple of years ago I made the 
acquaintance of a young man in one 
of our Southern cities who was en- 
gaged at the time in operating one 
of the slickest and most remunera- 
tive “grafts” that I ever came in 
contact with. 

It was not until we had got pretty 
well acquainted that he confided to 
me the inside workings of his little 
scheme. Previous to his putting me 
“hep” I had supposed him to be 4 
legitimate traveling salesman like 
myself, or an agent for some insur 
ance company or something on that 
order. 


He would first buy a big stock of. 


cheap brooches, put up two dozen on 
a card, and they cost him about 326 
cents a dozen, or $4.32 a gross, whole- 
sale, which ‘s 3 cents apiece. 

Putting a quantity of these cards in 
his grip, each card containing 24 
brooches, he would start out to can- 
vas some street in the residence dis- 
trict. He would visit each house 
where the inmates appéared to/be in 
comfortable circumstances. 

NAMES A FICTITIOUS FIRM. 


He would ring the doorbell and 
when the lady of the house appeared 
would tell her he was representing 
“The Anglo-American Premium Co,” 
of Chicago, which was, of course, a 
fictitious name, there being no such 
company in existence. Taking one 
of the cards containing the brooches 
out of his bag he would tell the lady 
that he desired to leave it with her 
and that the company required no 
deposit whatever, and simply wanted 
her to sell the brooches among her 
lady. friends and neighbors, at 10 
cents each, and that he would call 
again at the end of a week and col- 
lect the money for the goods she had 
sold. 

He stated that it was not absolutely 
necessary for her to sel] all the 
brooches, but that it was to her ad- 
vantage to do so, as the- company 
would make her a present of a pretty 
little watch if she sold them all, a 
chain bracelet for only selling 18. a 
fountain pen for selling 12 and a nice 
ring for only selling 6, so thatvshe 
was bound to get a premium of some

He would also state that of course 
the company made no money on the 
brooches, selling them at such a low 
price, but that they figured it was 
better to do business this way, and 
get the goods directly into the hands 
of the people, than to spend thou- 
sands-of dollars a year in newspaper 
and magazine advertising.

To any young girl with a longing to 
go on the stage the above would cer- 
tainly “look good,” and the chances 
are 100 to 1 she would answer it with- 
out delay, unless restrained by older 
and wiser heads. 

There may be instances now and 
then where @ bona f‘de theatrical man- 
ager, about to organize a burlesque 
or extravaganza company might pos- 
s bly, in eagevhe ran short of scasoned 
material, emgage a few inexperienced 
voung girls to fill up the chorus. but 
in such a company the quality of the 
voice or the amount of histrionic 
ability d by the applicant ‘s 
of secondary importance, the principal 
thing necessary being a good figure 
and a willingness to display it in 
public. é

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When a young girl answers the 
“ad” she is ushered into the’ “recep- 
tion room” and is. then questioned 
closely by one of the grafters, who, of 
course, is always well dressed and 
looks the part of a prosperous the- 
atrical manager to perfection. Tre 
valis of the office are covered with 
yictures of actors and actresses, 
lipped from the various dramatic pa- 
pers, and 
highly colored lithogzg aphs. in order 
to create an impression on the vic- 
tims, and mate them: believe they 
are “up against the real th ng.”’ 

he fake manager “sizes up” each 
applicant thoroughly in order to as- 
certain whether or not they are 
“wise,” and if such is the case no 
attempt is made to swindle them, but 
merely takes down their names and 
addresses and says he will “let them 
know later on,” and that is all they 
ever hear from him. 

COMPLIMENTS AND FLATTERY. 

But if he sees that the viciim is in- 
experienced he pretends to be fa- 
vorably impressed, and even flatters 
her vanity by complimenting her 
upon her personal appearance, even 
though in reality she may be very 
plain looking and possess no more fig- 
ure than a lamp post or a bale of hay. 
He then proceeds to fill her full if 
“hot air,” telling her about the large 
sompany he is organizing and how 
the show is booked to play all the 
principal cities throughout the coun- 
try. Then he offers to give her a po- 
gition in the chorus at $25 per week, 
and, of course, the poor girl is de- 
lighted. 

Then calling in another man from 
the adjoining room, who is also very 
well dressed and courteous in his 
manner, the “manager” introduces 
the newcomer to the victim, and tells 
her that this is Mr. ——, the “stage 
“manager,” who is to rehearse the 
company in the new piece. Then he 
tells the “stage manager” that this 
young lady is to be a future member 
of the chorus, and that as she is new 
to the business, he wants her treated 
with every consideration, and care- 
fully trained in her du ies. 

This apparent kindness has a ten- 
dency to remove any traces of ner- 
vousness or lack of self-confidence 
in the young girl and puts her in a 
pleasant frame of mind. 

The “manager” then proéduces a 
contract, which Is, of coyrse, only a 
“nhoney,” and explains it'to the 
young girl, telling her that she must 
give them two weeks’ notice if she 
ever wants to quit the show, and that 
the “management” will_also give her 
two weeks’ notice in case they should 
ever be required to dispense with her 
services. 

IT LOOKS BUSINESS-LIKE. 


This all looks business like and 
helps to gain the confidence of the 
victim. After she has signed her con- 
tract and been duly enrolled on the 
roster of the “company,” the “stage- 
manager” tells her that she will have 
to be measured for her costumes, and 
at once takes her into an adjoining 
room, where she is introduced to an- 
other man, who is supposed to be the 
“costume.” 

Somet'mes, in case one of the graft- 
ers.is married, he has his wife there 
to play the part of a “stenographer.” 
and she pretends to be busily engaged 
in taking down dictation from the 
“manager” about prospective “dates” 
to be played, ete., which ts all done 
to “boost the game along” and make 
things “look natural” to the victim. 

The fake “stage manager” now tells 
the young girl that it is customary 
to require a cash deposit from each 
member of the chorus on. their cos- 
tun.ee, for, as he goes on to explain, 
the “costumer” is going to start |

Iceland’s Women Politicians 





They are Authors 


of Many Valuable 


Reforms. 


N NO country in the world do 
| women possess. greater political 
power than in Iceland. Under 
the new Constitution, granted to the 
people of that island in 1903 by their 
sovereign lord, the King of Denmark, 


“women may vote for members of the 


- Jeelanders. The 


Althing—the Parliament of Iceland— 
on the same terms as men; and they 
may also be elected members of that 
body, and as local authorities. Sev- 
eral have gained seats on the Althing 
during the past five years, and have 
considerably influenced the debates 
and tegislation of that assembly. 

It is interesting to consider how 
far the politicians in petticoats have 
“made good” in Iceland. 

The writer has paid two visits tg 
Iceland, and ‘s convinced that, if ever 
a country stood in need of thorough- 
going social reforms, it is that bleak, 
gloomy, desolate, disease-haunted is- 
land, 

Probably no people in Europe live 
in such a degraded condition as the 
1903 Constitution 
came into being because the men re- 
sponsible for the country’s géVern- 
ment hed made a ghastly mess of 
things. In place of enjoying a com- 
plete home rule, as heretofore, the 
Althing was made directly respona.i- 
ble to the King of Denmark, through 
a resident Minister for Iceland. An‘ 
the Danish Parliament thought fit, 
at the same time, to give the colony 
a chance to produce stateswomen, if 
it could not produce statesmen. 


The women have shown a keen in- 
terest in politics, but they do not ap- 
pear to seek always to elect their own 
sex. . They exact pledges from male 
candidates to support their favorite 
schemes of social reform—especia'ly 
those dealing with the drink traffic. 
Drunkenness is one of the greatest

which form a sort of public open-air 
washhouse for the people of Reikjavik 
—to see a woman calmly filling her 
coffee pot from a small pool in which 
the dirty clothes of severa) families 
are steeping. Reformers in Iceland 
like reformers elsewhere, have discoy. 
ered that it ‘s one thing to pass a 
law and quite another thing tg en- 
force it, in the teeth of deep-rooted 
ignorance and ancient prejudice. 

According to a confession made 
by an old Reikjavik politician, the 
women members of the Al‘hing have 
shown themselves much abler in de- 
bate and much more businesslike than 
the men. 

“In the old days,” he said, “the 
speeches were interminably long and 
filled with turgid bombast. without 
the glimmer of a real idea. “Whar. 
ever the subject under discussion, no 
member could get upon his feet with. 
out dilating on the ancient glories of 
Iceland—how she taught Columbus +, 
discover America, how her lite:ature 
was finer than anything Greece o- 
Rome ever knew, her Vikings the 
greatest heroes the world ever saw. 
and so on. But the women are brief 
and to the point.

PECULLAR situation has developed in St. Louis. The 
United States Subtreasury, which ought to be, in a way, 
the center of the local banking world and the most im- 
portant aid to the transaction of financial and commercial affairs, 
has withdrawn from the Clearing House, and is at war with the 


local banks. 


Strangers coming to St. Louis from New York, Chicago and 
other large cities in which a Subtreasury is located, learn with 
astonishment of the unimportance of the Subtreasury here, if they 
hear of its existence at all, although it handles $200,000,000 a year. 

The New York Subtreasury appears to adequately fill the part 
which subtreasuries were intended by Congress to play in the com- 


mercial life of the United States. 


It 1s condueted for the conven- 


ience of the banks, serving as a ready channel between them and 


the Treasury Department at 


Washington, 


complying promptly 


with all legitimate requests for the redemption of money and the 


expeditious handling of financial affairs. 


It is like the heart of 


the financial system of the city, supplying steady arteries of inter- 
eourse between the banks and the Government, and between the 


banks themselves. 


It was apparently intended by the law establishing 


a Sub- 


treasury in St. Louis that this institution should serve the banks 


of the entire Southwest. 


But it appears now that, aside from act- 


ing as the Government paymaster, the Subtreasury in St. Louis is 
out of touch with the Southwestern banking world, and unlike any 
other Subtreasury in the United States. 

The St.. Louis banks practically ignore it, because, they say, 


’ it will not do anything for them. They make a number of charges 


against the institution, and most of these are admitted to be true 


by the Snbtreasurer. 


The filthy condition of the paper currency in circulation in 
the Southwest, which renders it a disg ave to this section of the 
eountry and a menace to the public health, is unequivocally attrib- 
uted by the bankers to the Subtreasury in this city, which. they 


say, refuses to redeem this currency. 


Were it not for the banks 


which have exchanged their worn-out bills for new at a large ex- 
pense to themselves. there would apparently be little or no fresh 


currency today coming into the Southwest.

This 
service, as contemplated when the 
Subtreasury was established in St. 
Louis, Was to be rendered all com- 
ers, free of charge, by the Govern- 
ment. 
, The result is that St. Lou's and the 
Southwest are today the dumping 
ground of what is lite:ally the na- 
tion’s filthy lucre. Half a million 
of dangerous diseases have 
been counted on one paper dollar of 
the kind current here. 
- Thomas J. Akins, Subtreasurer in 
St. Louis, has just returned from ex- 
plaining to the Committee on Claims 
of the House of Representatives in 
Washingion why he was making po- 
litical speeches in Missouri in 1906 on 
the day when $61,500 disappeared 
from the Subtreasury. He ad- 
mits that he is unable to satisfy the 
demands of the local banks for clean 
money, and derides those demands, 
made in the interest of public health, 
as “whims and caprices.”’

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“My office force of 26 men, all un- 
der the Civil Service,” he says, “is 
tremendously small to transact the 
United States Treasury’s business 1n 
15 s.a‘es. I need a much larger force, 
but the Government is unwilling to 
afford it. The radius of the activity 
of my office may be realized from the 
fact that the nearest Subtreasuries 
are in Chicago, on the north, Cin- 
cinnati, on the east, New Orleans, on 
the south, and San Francisco, on the 
west. 

“‘We are the depositories for all the 
surveyors of ports and custom 
houses in this vast district, all the 
collectors of internal revenue, a.i the 
postoffices and all the United States 
courts, save that under certain condi- 
tions a portion of these collections 
may be pa‘d to national banks. We 
have on deposit 5 per cent of the to- 
tal circulation of all the national 
banks of the district, as required by 
law. We handle from $14v,..0,000 to 
$200,000,000 every year. 

“On the other hand, we make all 
the Government's’ disbursements 
throughout this section, paying in 
pensions alone $18,0/0,000 a _ year. 
Army and navy pay-warrants, the 
salaries of United States officials and 
Secret Service operatives, we pay to 
the amount of millions annually. All 
this is a huge task for 26 clerks.” 

Mr. Akins testified in Washington 
in support of a bill, introduced by 
Senator Warner, Republican legis- 
lator from Missouri, to relieve the 
Subtreasurer‘s bondsmen from mak- 
ing good the $61,500 stolen while he 
was away campaigning. Mr. Akin’s 
made them the novel plea that he 
was “a party man and a partisan, 
feeling it a duty as national comniit- 
teeman to do everything possible for

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the success of the party.” 
“Politics!” exclaimed J. A. Lewis, 
cashier of the National Ban of Com- 
merce. ‘Politics is the bane of the 
St. Louis Subtreasury. It has become 
a pie-counter for the convenience of 
politicians, instead of a financial in- 
stitution for helpful co-operation with 
the banks. Mr. Akins’ defense in 
Washington that he is a ‘party man’ 
and the complaisance with which it 
was received by the investigating 
committee, are a disgrace to Ameri-

The feud between the St. Louis 
banks and the Subtreasury began 
with the panic of 1907, when the Sub- 
treasury, after exchanging recrimina- 
tions with the banks, severed its con- 
nection with the local Clearing House. 
It is still stated by some bankers 
that the Subtreasury, had it remain- 
ed in the Clearing House, could have 
materially eased those troublous 
times. 

It is also complained bv the bank-

ers that the Subtreasury d‘d not sus- 
pend its rule, to suit the conditions 


of the money shortage, that all in-, 


ternal revenue stamps must be paid 
for in cash. As over $26,000 worth 
of these stamps are bought daily in 
St. Louis, the banks weie unable io 
stand the drain on their cash, and 
most of the big tobacco factories of 
the city were compelled to close for 
several months because of their in- 
ability to obtain Government stamps. 

Some of the banks, to prevent their 
brewery depositors from closing their 
doors, bought currency in New York 
at a premium of frem $30 to $50 per 
$1000, so that the indispensable 
stamps could be bought. 

In reply to a statement of these 
complaints, Mr. Akins said: “I have 
persistently refused, in the face of 
‘knocks’ from the press and the 
banks, to discuss this subject.” He 
considered a moment, and added: “I 
have refused, for the good of the 
ban's themselves.”’ 

The Subtreasurer declined to fur- 
ther elucidate this statement but it 
is understood at the Subtreasury that 
Mr. Akins believed himself perform- 
ing a public service in withdrawing 
from the Clearing House in the fall of 
1907, sO as to relieve the banks of 
making immediate cash settlements 
of their obligations to the United 
States Treasury. 

As to receiving bank checks for 
revenue stamps, it is one of the iron- 
clad rules of the Treasury Department 
to deal in nothing but cash. If checks 
or drafts are received there, they are 
cleared for cash before nigntfall. 

“But rules are made for men. not 
men for rules,”’ retort the bankers 
thinking of the thousands of tobacco 
workers thrown out of employment 
because of the Government's insist- 
ence on a technicality. 

Even bankers jn St Louis who are 
friendly to the Subtreasury declare 
that they consider it absolutely use- 
less to apply to that institution for 
the redemption of paper money, par- 
ticularly $1 and $2 bills, though these 
denominations are the most numer- 
ous in circulation, grow foul most 
quickly and enjoy the shortest lives. 

In most St. Louis banks, when a 
stack of currency unfit for circulation 
has been accumulated, no one even 


a 


thinks of redeeming it at the Sub- 
treasury. An express company is 
notified, the money goes to Washing- 
ton, and an expressage of 60 cents 
per $1000 is paid. 

It is even impossible at times, says 
one cashier, to obtain the redemption 
here of battered and light-weight sil- 
ver coins, plentiful as silver is in this 
section. 

“We have daily great heaps of sil- 
ver to redeem or exchange for cur- 
rency for the United Railways,” says 
Mr. Akins.

We feel that it is 
futile to asi favors or even assist- 
ance from the Subtreasury. It is ut- 
terly vain, as we long ago discovered, 
to expect to get clean $1 and $2 bills 
for our customers from Mr. Akins. 

“The Subtreasury has no weight in 
local bus‘ness, though it ought to 
have, and if it did its duty, would 
have. The clerks there are always 
making up new rules to save work. 
They wouldn’t open a cage window 
there after 3 p. m. to save a bank 
from failing, just because it is the 
rule to close at that minute, The 
Subtreasury might as well be abolish- 
ed. for all the good it does the banks 
of the city.” 

John W. Woods, secretary of 
Commonwealth Trust Co., says ‘hat 
“red tape’’ at the Subtrearury: pre- 
vents the institution from affording 
much co-operation to the ban.s by re- 
deeming their soiled money. 

“We are practically unable to ob- 
tain fresh currency in small denomi- 
nations from the St. Louis Subtreas- 
ury,” he says, “and have given up 
trring. We send all our dirty bills 
to Washington for redemption.” 

Edward Barklage, assistant cashier 
of .the German Savings Institution, 
51's that politics is the whole trou- 
ble with the Subtreasury here. 

“The local branch of the United 
States Treasury is of little or no as- 
s s‘'ance to the banks of St. Louis,” 
says Mr. Barklage. “We can’t re- 
deem our currency here at all, and 
always send it to Washington, pay- 
ing expressage both ways. Often we 
are restricted in redeeming even sil- 
ver coins which are damaged. Dur- 
ing the panic we had to pay $30 per 
$1000 for currency in New York in 
o der to buy internal revenue stamps 
sO as to prevent several of our large 
depositors from. throwing all their 
employes out of work.’ 

Edwa:d Buder, treasurer of the 
Mercantile Trust Co., says that he has 
found it almost impossible to get new 
currency in small denominations from 
the St. Louis Subtreasury. “It is 
worse than pulling eye teeth,” he 
adds. 

George Hoffman, vite-president of 
the Merchants-Laclede National Bank, 
complains that his institution “has 
the greatest difficulty in obtaining 
fresh $1 and $2 bills from Mr. Akins’ 
office. We are permitted to exchange 
only silver certificates for new bills, 
as no other sort of paper legal tender 
is accepted for redemption. 

“One day I telephoned the Subtreas- 
urer that we were in extreme need of 
new $1 bills, which our women depos- 
itors peremptorilf#’demanded. We had 
$12,000 in mutilated silver certificates. 
By the hardest sort of pleading, we 
got $4000 in new money. For the re- 
mainder we had to accept the Sub- 
treasurer's check.” 

On paper money such as is circu- 
lating in St. Louis and the South- 
west, owing to the alleged lethargy 
of the Subtreasury, Prof. Warren W. 
Hilditch of Yale University found 
from 14,000 to 586,000 germg each.

sculptor. 
Though Peluso was one of the most 
praised of al) the artists who decorat- 
ed the palaces of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition, he calmly beheld 
the dismantling of his studio forever 
and the passing of his chisels and 
hammers into alien hands. He saw 
with composure the paws of consta- 
bles seize the works upon which his 
inspiration had once eagerly labored. 
He has now settled his mind upon the 
prosaic tasks of a department store 
floor walker. In short, he is mar- 
ried, and the hearth is victorious over 
the altar of art. 
But, so cunningly does love cam- 
paign for her monopoly over the soul 
of a man, that she first masked her- 
self as an ally of Art, and inspired the 
sculptor to the supreme and last 
achievement of his genius. Art was 
glad when Miss Lillian Braze, with 
languorous, heavy-lidded eyes, smil- 
i lips and blooming beauties up- 
plied to Peluso as a model. 
“Now,” exulted Art, “my sculptor, 
upraised by the perfection of this 
woman, shall achieve his life work, 
his magnum opus.” The hope was ful- 
filled, Peluso wrought his much-ad- 
mired bust, “The Dream of Love.”

Why was he wasting his youth on 
a cold “Dream of Love,” when she 
sat at his. side? This question he 
finally answered by wooing and win- 
ning Miss Braze, Love's unconscious 
accomplice in the drama. But since 
the wedding he has not put hand to 
chisel, and Art is forsaken for trade 
under the urgency of his new duty 
to “make a steady living for his 
wife.”’ 

Nor is art all that Pely as sac- 
rificed to his love.

"mring the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position, Peluso, a youth whose heart 
was alight with ambition, was drawn, 
like many another gifted foreigner. 
to St. Louis by the prospects of 
abundant work. He eas'!l: found em- 
ployment with the architec’s of the 
Fair, and proved himself so expert 
that he was intrusted with some uf 
the moat difficult tess of decoration, 
of which he acquitted himself well. 
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But when the construction was fin- 
ished demand for his work almost 
ceased. He did not lose heart or 
courage, however, but struggled on- 
wards, his eye on the future when he 
would be acclaimed one of the dis- 
tinguished men of his art. 

The turning point came in 1906, 
when he met Mrs. Lamb. She was a 
wealthy widow, 43 years old, with a 
taste for art. She was bargaining for 
the purchase of a statue, but felt a 
lack of confidence in her own judg- 
ment. She was referred to Peluso by 
one who knew his work at the Fair 
and recommended him as a sound 
judge.

He went to her home several times 
afterwards, and their acquaintance 
ripened. Peluso told her of his am- 
bitions and struggles, and her heart 
was touched. She Leilfeved she fell in 
love with the handsome, talented, 
friendless young iwan. He, in turn, 
fancied his warm feelings of gratitude 
towards the first person in years who 
had shown interest in his fortunes, to 
be the “traces of the ancient flame.

An engagement was understood to 
exist between the pair, but that there 
was love on neither side is indicated 
by the sequel. Mrs. Lamb took pleas- 
ure in freeing him from financial 
worries, so that he could give his 
mind undivided to his labors.

In addition, she provided him with 
a studio free of rent and supplied him 
with clothes.

In Kansas the same course is to be 
added next season, and in at least 
two other states the matter is under 
consideration whether or not automo- 
biling is a part of modern farming. 
Without waiting for the agricultural 
schools to instruct the coming genera- 
tion, farmers have decided the ques- 
tion for themselves. 

It is estimated that there are 1200 
automobiles of various kinds at pres- 
ent in use on farms in lowa, Kansis 
and Nebraska. Automobile dealers 
say that, in comparison with this the 
city of St. Louis and its suburbs 
maintain not more than 1200 cars 
The only difference is that the car 
most popular on the farm is a cheap 
or medium priced one, whereas the 
cities buy many of an expensive type 

On top of these 1200 cars, motor car 
dealers in Kansas City, Des Moines 
and Omaha, the forwarding points re- 
spectively for Kansas and Oklahoma 
and lowa and Nebraska, expect the 
coming spring to bring the biggest 
rush of orders they have yet had. 
That there is reason for their expec- 
tation is shown by the advance or- 
ders already in. 

A day’s riding on the Kansas roads 
in the central portion of the State 
particnlarly. will prove pretty con 
clusively what the farm car has come 


to be. In the district around: Salina, 
Kan.. a town which does a considera- 
ble business in runabouts and light 
touring cars, for instance, a few con- 
cise examples may be found. 

In the western end of the State a 
farm motor built to drag plows and 
harrows andacultivators is being used 
on at least two big farms. These ma- 
chines are rare as vet, but a number 
of orders have been placed for them, 
and thev mav be expected to become 
plentiful.

A voice, a footstep, the rusile of 

clothes, are auditory data sufficient 
for him to construct in his mind a 
visual photograph of uncanny fidelity 
and completeness. Almost imper- 
ceptible shadings in the’ timber of 
voices which escape the grosser or- 
gans of seeing mortals, are replete 
with significance to his wonderful 
ears. 
From the quality of a man’s vocal 
tones, Colvin can unerringly deduce 
his age; and distinguish whether he 
is blond or brunette in complexion.

“The easiest thing for’ me to learn 
about a stranger,” says Colvin, 
his height. I can determine to 
inch the position from which 
voice issues in relation to my 
mouth, and can thence state 
height by a comparison with 
own. 

“If he wears. mustachios or a beard, 
his voice is slightly muffled in the 
hairs, though the difference might 
not be noticed by ears less pra‘ti’ed 
than mine. 

TELL AGE BY THE VOICE. 

“By a study of voices, I have 
learned that they differ slightly ac- 
cording to age. A young man’s voice 
is fresh and clear. As he grows old- 
er his tones become deeper, stronger 
and coarser. I can usually tell a man’s 
age to the year if I once hear him 
speak. 

“IT rarely make a mistake in stat- 
ing a man’s complexion, though this 
calls for the nicest discrimination. 
A dark man usually spea:s in deeper, 
stronger and gruffer tones than does 
a blond. The almost imperceptible 
difference in the timber of their 
voices sounds loud in my ears, and 
disparities to which another would be 
deaf are as emphatic to my senses as 
the distinction between blue and vio- 
let is to a painter. 

“Whether a man is stout or slim is 
easily decided. I can tell his weight 
by his tread, I know his height from 
the position of his mouth, and by a 
computation from these two facts his 
build may be mathematically de- 
duced. 

“The rustle of his garments. which 
many persons would not notice at 
all, is eloquent to me. If he wears 
an overcoat I can hear with ease 
the faint fluttering of its skirts about 
his legs. If the flutters are free. as 
in a loose-skirted coat, I can distin- 
guish them from the rasping of a 
tight-fitting garment against the 
trousers. 

HOW HE “SEES” COSTUMES. 

“It was by this observation that | 
knew the leader of the thieves wore 
a tight-fitting raglan. The others wore 
no overcoats at all, for the tell-tale 
whispers of the garments were absent 
as the thieves stole about the shop. 

“All these mental processes, which 
it takes many minutes to explain, | 
perform almost instantly, and out of 
the darkness of my mind a complete 
picture of any person | meget quickly 
glows and brightens into completer 
and completer detail.” 

To test the blind man’s powers, a 
Sunday Post-Dispatch reporter, who 
had never seen him before and had 
spoken barely a hundred words to 
him, asked for a description of him- 
self. For a minute Colvin’s strained 
attention, with one ear outthrust, as 
if feeling about with invisible anten- 
nae, established a tense rapport be- 
tween him and his questioner.

Your hair is black 
and your face dark in complexion and 
smooth-shaven., You wear a_ long, 
loose overcoat with a high, probably 
military coller, for it slightly muffles 
the speaking organs in your throat, 
“You have a wound on your hand, 
for 1 heard the faint crackling of 
courtplaster when you pulled off your 
glove. Your shoes are not Oxfords, 
because the heels do not strike the 
floor more loosely than the soles.” 


Each one of these facts was correct, 
save that the reporter lacks a few 
months of being 27, and is six feet 
tall. In the camera obscura of the 
blind man’s brain, the windows of 
which are darkened forever, a faithful 
picture had been thrown on the 
screen without the aid of light. 

His memory of things once 
had translated the sound waves of the 
air into etherial light rays. His deli- 
cate hearing had performed the func- 
tions of eyes. | 

To see Colvin busied about his 
shop is to watch a wonderful feat. 
Unhesitatingly and unerringly he 
placed his fingers upon the insulated 
handle of his stove door, though an 
inch away on ei.her side the iron 
was red hot. He walked to @ corne’, 
seized the bail of a coal buc-et al 
the first £rasp, returned io he etove 
and threw the fuel wich absoiute ac- 
curacy into the midst of the flames. 
He stooped and without the slight- 
est groping picked up a poker and 
stirred the coal down into the fire. 

A customer asked for chocolate 
creams. The shopkeeper walked, 
without feeling his way, behind the 
counter, opened the case and placed 
his hand instantly on the kind of 
candy wanted, though 50 other varie- 
ties thronged the counter. 

He knew the exact place Of every 
one of the thousands of articles on 
his shelves. From a pile of books he 
instantly picked one which was called 
for by name, as he had an exact mem- 
ory of its position and “feel.” 

This prodigy, whose hearing has 
developed beyond the keem  perceP- 


seen 


tiveness of the savage and the wary 
sense of the wild things of the forest. 
is 62 years old. His sight began fail- 
ing 20 years ago, from a gradual 
paralysis of the optic nerve, and was 
totally extinguished four years ago. 

Instead of repining at his affliction 
he began, with something of the hero- 
ism of the poet Milton. to make the 
best of the senses remaining to him. 
In addition to the abnormal develop- 
ment of his hearing, his fingers are 
marvels of pliant Ssensitiveness, and 
his nostrils, he says. are regaining 
some of prehistoric man’s power of 
scent. 

THE STORY OF THE ROBBERY. 

The robbery which brought Colvin 

lo public attention occurred one night 
three weeks ago. He was sitting 
alone in his shop, when the door 
opened, and his alert ears distin- 
gu'shed three different footsteps, as 
clearly. as a Well-evyed person would 
have seen three different persons. AS 
is his habit, he instantly set the un- 
seen antennae of his heaning to twin- 
ing about the faces and persons of his 
Visitors, with the results which later 
confounded the police. 
: The stout, dark-faced leader asked 
for tobacco, and while Colvin was 
getting it from the shelf, stole be- 
hind the counter and opened the cash 
drawer. As nearly noiseless as were 
his actions, the blind man was in- 
stantly aware of them. and started 
to defend his til). 

The voices of the Other two men 
warned him to stop, and he stood in 
apparent impasrsiveness. but with his 
ears Strained 'O catch every clew from 
their vo'ces and movements. Taking 
$5 they fied. fancying themselves be- 
yond the Possibility of detection by a 
blind man, and unaware that their 
flying feet were betraying exact in- 
formation about them to his vigilant 
ears. 

The amazing development of which 
the other Senses are capable when 
stimulated by the loss of sight has 
been exemplified in a number of il- 
lustrious cases. Homer and Milton 
are classic examples. Helen Keller, 
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blind, deaf and dumb, is one of the 
marvels of education of this century. 
So is Nat Herreshoff, designer of the 
victorious cup-defending yachts, who 
builds them by the sense of touch, 
as he is totally blind. 

Colvin’s abnormal auditory powers 
only suggest the powers of hearing 
which primeval man possessed. _ In- 
stead of being absolutely superfluous 
appendages, as his outer ears now 
are, they were of acute utility. They 
rose to a point and were flat and 
pliant, capable of being extended in 
any direction by muscles long since 
atrophied. 

By the habit of sleeping on his side 
man has wrinkled and crushed his 
ears into their present impracticable 
shape. Occasionally, in cases of at- 
avism, human beings are seen with

HOTOMETRY, or measurement of 
re the intensity of light, is becom- 
ing increasingly important. 

Once hardly more than a laborator, 
experiment, it is now part of regular 
industrial procedure in the manufac- 
ture and comparison of Various types 
of electric lamp In comparing the 
lamp with the standa-d unit to ascer- 
ain its “candle power” the use of the 
human eye is obligatory in all prac- 
tical systems hitherto devised. This 
is objectionable, for the eve 's sub- 
ject to all Of faults; but at- 
tempts to substitute some form of 
measurement dependent on chemical 
action, variation of electrical resist- 
ance, etc., have been failures. These 
methods measure, not the lirht that 
is, the part of the total rad ant 
ergy appreciable by the eye, but some 
other part of it, with different limits 
dependent on the 
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pointed ears and with the ability to 
move them back and forth. In scram- 
bling through the jungles, prehistoric 
man was able to hear sounds of peril 
or of possible prey that would today, 
so far as he could know, make no 
noise at all. 

While losing this wary sensitive- 
man’s ears have developed in 
fineness in another direction. They 
instantly differentiate between the 
thousands of words of our spoken 
language, and are often trained to 
equal keenness in a dozen languages. 
The ear of a conductor like Max 
Zach can pick out the strains of any 
single instrument in an orchestra of 
hundreds of performers, and can tel] 
any performer whether his instru- 
ment is a bit off pitch in the midst 
of the thunders of a sonata.

You see none of the half-strabismic slant you ex- 
pect in the Celestial, and but for an occasional 
bird-like piping »f the voice and a cluck Of mer- 
riment that suggests the fan and a pair of al- 
mond eyes behind it, there is little to recal'’ the 
very exotic type of Chinese your mind so readily 
pictures. 

“T am here.” savs Milady Kang, “to study the 
art of teaching and to find out the. wonderful 
secret that ma' es of women’s education in Amer- 
ica such a wonderful organization. It is far su- 
perior to all I have seen, and I have lived at 
Oxford and know its methods. Cambridge. too, 
I know and also the French and German practice 
in pedagogics. 

“‘My object in life is a very serious one. When 
I return to my country I shall be appointed one 
of the chief directors of the educational machinery 
of China.

Under 
the regime of the late Empress Dowager, he suf- 
fered imprisonment with several of the chief re- 
formers, but escaping from duress, left China, and 
with his daughter and a retinue of accomplished 
guides, made a tour of the world. Some of his 
fellow reformers were not so lucky. Most of 
them lost their honorable heads. 

“IT have lived three years in India, and, in every 
country of Europe, have seen all that is there to 
be seen. My father was a close intimate of the 
late Emperor, whose loss the reform party is now 
mourning. He was its real founder, and though 
the world hardly knows it, he was a man of won- 
derful enlightenment, of a. marvelously progres- 
sive mind and of great attainments. However, 
there is no doubt that the era of reform in China 
is now fairly launched.”

“I am not concerned at present,” said Dr. 
Hyslop, “with any cheory of the facts. 

“Mrs. Shipley wrote me in July, 1907, and gave 
me a running account of some of her dreams and 
coincidental experiences, with the statement tiat 
they could be confiimed by various witnesses, 
and naming a number of them. I at once saw 
their importance if they could thus obtain ihe 
desired corroboration, and wrote her to that et- 
fect.

“It remains to say that careful. inquiries we.e 
instituted regarding the character and reliability 
of Mr. and Mrs. Shipley, and these were made 
among both their fiiends and those who would 
not be supposed to have any prejudices regarding 
them. It suffices to say that the replies all give 
them the highest standing in the community for 
honesty and business connections. 

“Mr. Shipley has been connected with several 
banking insiitutions in the city of Columbus and 
is now associated with one of them. [ie has also 
had other business connections, involv'ng con- 
siderable trust. Mrs. Shipley has been an active 
member of important charities, and both are ac- 
tive members of the church. Those who are con- 
nected with them in this work speak in the high- 
est terms of them.” 


This is how Mrs. Shipley keeps a record of 
her dreams, as she has reported to Prof. Hyslop: 

“We very seldom retire before midnight, so the 
dreams do not occur on this date, but count them 
on the next day. Then, if I should happen to 
waken out of or after a dream, I go to the clock 
and see what time it is. I -keep a candle and 
matches by my clock, which has been a habit 
of mine before I kept a record of dreams. In the 
morning I tell these dreams to my husband, some- 
times before breakfast, but usually at breakfast. 
If the dream impresses me very much and rouses 
me out of my sleep, then I waten him, also, and 
tell the dream and time. He has often asked 
“what time is it?’’ before I would have a chance 
to tell him the time. 

“After he leaves the house, I take pencil and 
paper and write out the dream and date; then, 
when I have time, I put it on the typewriter; 
always make a carbon copy. I have a copy of 
everything I sent you. 

“After I put these dreams on paper in the 
morning I try to get some one by phone if I can. 
Then, too, I go, if I can, and tell some one else 
as soon as I can leave the house.”
